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Rush  to  Register  as  "Student 

LAST  INTAKE  UNDER  OLD  REGULATIONS 

THERE  was  a  rush  to  register  as  a  "  student "  in  February,  it  was 
reported  at  the  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
on  March  4  and  5. 


342  persons  registered,  making  a 
total  of  428  in  the  present  year,  com- 
pared with  120  in  the  corresponding 
period  of  1957.  When  Mr.  H.  Steinman 
commented  on  the  unusually  high 
number  of  students  who  had  registered 
Mr.  C.  W.  Maplethorpe  (chairman. 
Education  Committee)  said  that  it  was 
no  doubt  due  to  the  fact  that  students 
registered  on  or  before  February  28 
were  eligible  to  qualify  under  the  old 
regulations. 

Freeze-dried  B.C.G. 

DIRECT  SUPPLY  TO  HEALTH  AUTHORITIES 

A  BRITISH  freeze-dried  B.C.G.  vac- 
cine against  tuberculosis  is  being  made 
available  from  April  1  as  an  alterna- 
tive to  the  Danish  liquid  vaccine  in 
current  use  in  the  national  B.C.G.  cam- 
paign, it  was  announced  by  the  Min- 
istry of  Health  on  March  6.  It  is  to  be 
supplied  direct  to  local  health  and  hos- 
pital authorities  by  the  manufacturers. 
Glaxo  Laboratories,  Ltd.,  instead  of 
through  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service.  A  diluent  is  included  in  the 
five-ampoule  pack  to  local  health  auth- 
orities which  will  provide  approximately 
fifty  doses.  The  fresh  liquid  vaccine  is 
to  continue  to  be  supplied  through 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service, 
Colindale,  to  hospitals  and  local  health 
authority  central  depots.  Local  health 
and  hospital  authorities  are  being  given 
the  opportunity  of  using  either  type  of 
vaccine  for  a  nine-month  period  before 
the  end  of  which  the  position  is  to  be 
reviewed.  The  Ministry's  statement  fol- 
lows the  preliminary  report  of  an 
expert  committee  of  the  Medical  Re- 
search Council  which  recently  com- 
pleted trials  of  the  new  vaccine.  The 
report  indicated  that  results  were  suffi- 
ciently satisfactory  to  justify  the  use  of 
the  freeze-dried  vaccine  in  the  national 
B.C.G.  campaign.  A  revised  memoran- 
dum about  B.C.G.  vaccination  deals  with 
the  technique  of  tuberculin  testing,  the 
types,  stability  and  distribution  of  vac- 
cine, the  groups  to  be  vaccinated,  the 
technique  of  vaccination,  the  keeping 
of  records  and  certain  other  matters 
connected  with  the  vaccination  pro- 
gramme. The  group  of  hospital  workers 
eligible  for  tuberculin  testing  and  if 
necessary  vaccination  includes  not  only 


medical  students  and  nurses  but  any 
others  who  are  considered  to  be  at 
special  risk  because  of  contact  with 
patients  or  their  fomites. 

Essential  Oils 

BRITISH  STANDARDS  FOR  FIFTEEN 

PUBLISHED  in  one  volume  are  a  new 
series  of  British  Standards  specifying 
requirements  for  fifteen  essential  oils. 
It  is  the  first  group  of  British  Standards 
for  essential  oils  to  be  published  by  the 
B.S.I. ;  others  in  the  series  are  in  course 
of  preparation.  The  first  group  com- 
prises specifications  for  the  following : 
Cananga,  celery  seed,  Ceylon  and  Sey- 
chelles cinnamon  leaf,  cubeb,  lavandin. 
Japanese  mint,  neroli,  parsley  seed. 
East  Indian.  Seychelles  and  African 
patchouli,  pepper,  Spanish  sage,  spear- 
mint, and  vetivert.  The  publication  re- 
cognises that  a  specification  for  an 
essential  oil  in  terms  of  chemical  and 
physical  constants  cannot  give  a  com- 
plete criterion  of  the  quality  of  the  oil, 
since  properties  incapable  of  being  ob- 
jectively measured  (such  as  odour  and 
flavour)  must  feature  in  its  assessment. 
The  hope  is  expressed  however,  that 
the  figures  quoted,  based  as  they  are  on 
the  experience  of  those  responsible  for 
the  standards,  will  serve  a  useful  pur- 
pose as  the  basis  upon  which  trade  can 
be  conducted.  Copies  of  the  Standard

Statutory  Committee 

STANDARDS  DEMANDED  OF  A  MANAGER 

THE  manager  of  a  pharmacy  who  re- 
turned to  the  shop  after  hours  on  three 


occasions  during  a  stay-at-home  holi- 
day and  took  tins  of  dog  food  and 
sums  of  money  from  a  till  float  was 
told  of  the  serious  view  that  was  taken 
of  the  matter  at  an  inquiry  of  the 
Statutory  Committee  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  on  March  5.  The 
chairman  said  that  the  member  had  been 
convicted  on  each  of  the  three  counts. 
The  committee,  which  made  no  order 
on  the  inquiry,  expressed  the  hope  that 
the  member  had  learned  the  lesson 
that,  in  a  position  of  trust,  he  had  the 
responsibility,  in  all  dealings  with 
money  and  stock,  to  behave  with  the 
utmost  rectitude  and  care.  The  mem- 
ber who,  it  was  stated,  had  previously 
had  a  good  record,  said  that  the  staff 
of  the  shop  knew  him  to  be  a  regular 
purchaser  of  the  dog  food.  Though  he 
was  on  the  telephone  no  one  had  taken 
the  trouble,  before  communicating  with 
the  police,  to  ask  him  whether  he  had 
taken  the  goods.  He  recognised  that  he 
should  have  adopted  the  usual  pro- 
cedure of  leaving  a  note  stating  that  he 
had  taken  goods  and  money.  When  he 
resumed  duties  he  was  immediately  oc- 
cupied with  matters  that  had  accrued 
during  his  holiday  and  had  not  men- 
tioned the  dog  food  or  money  to  any- 
one.

CARLSBERG-WELLCOME  AWARDS 

INQUIRIES  are  invited  by  the  Scienti- 
fic Secretary,  Wellcome  Trust,  52 
Queen  Anne  Street,  London,  W.l,  from 
candidates  interested  in  securing  a 
Carlsberg-Wellcome  travelling  research 
fellowship.  The  fellowships  were  insti- 
tuted in  1957  with  the  object  of  en- 
couraging co-operation  on  an  exchange 
basis  between  Danish  and  British  re- 
search workers  in  any  branch  of  the 
natural  sciences  having  a  bearing  upon 
human  and  animal  medicine.  One  fel- 
lowship is  awarded  annually  to  a  can- 
didate from  the  United  Kingdom  for 
a  year's  work  in  Denmark,  and  one 
annually  to  a  Danish  candidate  for  a 
year's  work  in  the  United  Kingdom. 
The  stipend  ranges  from  £800  to  £1,200

Hospital  Equipment 

REPORT  ON  STANDARDS 

THE  British  Standards  Institution  has 
recently  published  a  further  report  from 
its  Hospital  Equipment  Standards  Advi- 
sory Committee,  discussing  mainly  the 
implementation  of  the  standards  pro- 
duced for  the  hospitals,  of  which  more 
than  fifty  have  resulted  from  recom- 
mendations made  by  the  Advisory 
Committee  during  the  eleven  years  of 
its  existence.  The  standards  are  listed  on 
the  back  page  of  the  report.  The  Advi- 
sory Committee  does  not  prepare  British 
Standards  itself,  but  provides  a  forum 
in  which  the  surgical,  medical,  nursing, 
engineering  and  administrative  sections 
of  the  hospital  service  may  discuss 
problems  of  the  design  and  function  of 
hospital  equipment,  and  where  neces- 
sary, recommend  the  British  Standards 
Institution  to  prepare  suitable  stan- 
dards for  such  items.  There  are  nine 
expert  subcommittees  examining  dif- 
ferent sections  of  the  work,  including 
laboratory  equipment.  The  report  men- 
tions the  developing  practice  of  re- 
gional contracting  and  shows  how  de- 
sirable it  is  to  arrange  that  regional 
contracts  should,  wherever  possible, 
specify  equipment  which  complies  with 
British  Standards.  The  British  Stan- 
dards Institution  is  sending  the  report 
direct  to  all  the  hospital  authorities  in 
the  country  and  to  the  professional  and 
trade  interests  concerned  with  the  pre- 
paration of  British  Standards  in  the 
medical,  dental  and  laboratory  equip- 
ment fields.

"  Carry  a  Camera  " 

PHOTO  INDUSTRY'S  NATIONAL  CAMPAIGN 

THIS  year,  for  the  first  time  in  the 
history  of  the  British  photographic  in- 
dustry, all  sections  of  the  trade  (manu- 
facturers, importers,  retailers  and  photo 
finishers)  are  combining  in  a  national 
publicity  campaign.  The  slogan  "  Carry 
A  Camera  "  and  a  special  symbol  have 
been  adopted  by  a  co-ordinating  com- 
mittee of  representatives  of  the  British 
Photographic  Manufacturers'  Associa- 
tion, Photographic  Importers'  Associa- 
tion, Wholesale  Photo  Finishers' 
Association  and  Photographic  Dealers' 
Association.  The  slogan  and  symbol  are 
being  reproduced  in  a  variety  of  media, 
including  newspaper  and  magazine  ad- 
vertisements (the  slogan  featured  prom- 
inently in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist 
photographic  issue  last  week)  and  are 
being  similarly  featured  on  the  premises 
of  photographic  dealers.  A  "  carry-a- 
camera  week  "  begins  on  May  19,  when 
dealers  throughout  the  country  are  be- 
ing encouraged  to  arrange  photographic 
competitions  to  stimulate  public  interest. 


Individual  members  of  the  trade  asso- 
ciations launching  the  campaign  are 
making  their  own  arrangements  in  sup- 
port of  the  drive. 

A  Museum  Reorganised 

UNIQUE  AS  TRAINING  INSTITUTION 

UNIQUE  among  centres  of  medical 
teaching,  the  Wellcome  Museum  of 
Medical  Science  has  been  reorganised 
and  enlarged,  making  it  better  able  than 
before  to  perform  its  function  of  apply- 
ing synoptic  methods  to  the  teaching 
of  students  to  recognise  and  treat  dis- 
ease. The  Museum  was  opened  in  1914. 
closed  on  the  declaration  of  war  in 
1939,  and  reopened  in  1945.  As  now 
laid  out  it  reflects  the  changes  of  the 
past  decade  or  so  in  the  approach  to 
disease,  especially  in  tropical  areas. 
Sixty-three  panels  in  eight  bays  are  now 
given  over  to  virus  diseases,  but  the 
panels  devoted  to  syphilis  are  reduced 
from  thirty-two  to  four,  plague  from 
seven  to  three.  A  full-scale  review  of 
malaria  occupies  forty-five  panels.  Two 
bays  are  given  over  to  the  subject  of 
nutrition.  The  method  of  presentation 
is  to  give  a  written  account  of  the 
selected  disease,  illustrated  with  pictures, 
charts  and  diagrams,  and  supplemented 
by  pathological  specimens.  Histological 
and  other  details  are  shown  in  coloured 
photomicrographs.  The  displays  are 
arranged  around  cubicles  or  bays,  in 
each  of  which  is  a  table  and  chair  for 
the  student.  In  each  bay  folders  with 
abstracts  from  literature  on  the  subject 
concerned  keep  material  up  to  date  in 
the  intervals  between  revisions  and  re- 
writing. In  1957  the  Museum  had 
10,000  visitors.  From  time  to  time 
selected  senior  pupils  from  boys'  and 
girls'  schools  visit  the  Museum,  where 
an  attempt  is  made  to  stimulate  their 
interest  in  biology.  Material  is  supplied 
on  loan  to  medical  schools  throughout 
the  Commonwealth.

COLOUR  PHOTOGRAPHY  EXHIBITION 

THE  Postmaster-General  (Mr.  Ernest 
Marples)  officially  opened  on  February 
24  an  exhibition  of  colour  transparen- 
cies by  the  photographer  Percy 
Hennell.  The  exhibition,  which  is  at 
the  headquarters  of  Kodak,  Ltd.. 
Kingsway.  London,  W.C.2,  takes  in  the 
world's  second  largest  colour  transpar- 
ency (it  was  the  largest  when  he  made 
it),  colour  shots  of  the  Bayeux  tapes- 
try, colour  photographs  for  decorative 
containers,  etc.  One  outstanding  colour 
transparency  is  a  10  by  8-in.  original 
of  the  Houses  of  Parliament.  Enlarged 
to  11  ft.  6  in.  by  5  ft.  8  in.,  the  trans- 
parency will  feature  in  the  Common- 
wealth Section  of  the  British  Govern- 
ment Pavilion  at  the  World  Fair,  Brus- 
sels. The  exhibition  closed  on  March  8. 

Retail  Sales 

BOARD  OF  TRADE  STATISTICS 

RECENTLY  issued  Board  of  Trade 
figures  show  that  sales  of  chemists' 
goods  by  independent  retailers  were 
39  8  per  cent,  higher  in  December  1957 
than  in  November,  and  10  7  per  cent, 
higher  than  in  December  1956.  Large 
retailers'  sales  were  56'7  per  cent, 
higher  in  December  1957  compared  with 
November  and  7'2  per  cent,  higher  than 
in  December  1956.  Sales  by  Co-opera- 
tive societies  were  33'7  per  cent,  higher 
in  December  1957  compared  with 
November  and  74  per  cent,  higher 
than  in  December  1956.  The  figures  do 
not  allow  for  receipts  under  the 
National  Health  Service.

The  Greater  Crime  ? 

PRESCRIBING  COSTS  INQUIRY 

THE  attention  of  the  Lothians  and 
Peebles  Executive  Council  was  drawn 
on  February  17  to  statistics  for  Nov- 
ember 1956  showing  that  thirteen  doc- 
tors' prescriptions  cost  a  third  more 
per  patient  than  the  cost  of  those  made 
by  other  doctors  in  the  area.  Dr.  Anne 
MacLardy  commented :  "  When  we 
must  use  antibiotics,  which  are  expen- 
sive, costs  must  be  higher.  There  may 
be  doctors  who  stick  to  old-fashioned 
bottles  and  tonics  and  so  keep  their 
costs  down.  But  I  would  imagine  that 
it  is  just  as  big  a  crime  to  under-pre- 
scribe  as  to  over-prescribe — in  fact,  it 
is  a  greater  crime."  Costs  were  bound 
to  rise  if  doctors  were  doing  their  jobs 
as  doctors.  "  After  all."  said  Dr. 
MacLardy,  "  the  patient  has  a  right  to 
it,  and  he's  paying  for  it."  In  reply. 
Mr.  D.  B.  Shaw  pointed  out  that  over 
past  years  some  doctors'  costs  had  been 
considerably  above  those  of  other  doc- 
tors. "  Most  doctors."  he  said,  "  would 
agree  that  it  is  worth  inquiring  why 
some  costs  are  consistently  high."  Dr. 
J.  T.  Baldwin  (chairman)  announced 
that  the  prescribing  committee  would 
interview  doctors  who  had  been  con- 
tinuously listed  as  being  in  excess  of 
the  area  average — 72'75d.  per  prescrip- 
tion.

Ulster  Chemists 

MONTHLY  MEETING  OF  EXECUTIVE 

AT  the  monthly  meeting  of  the  execu- 
tive committee  of  the  Ulster  Chemists' 
Association  held  in  Belfast,  on  March  4, 
Mr.  A.  Templeton,  J. P.  (president)  was 
in  the  chair.  The  chairman  welcomed 
Mr.  R.  L.  Clarke,  Portrush,  and  Mr. 
H.  Donaghey,  Ballymena,  to  the  com- 
mittee. He  hoped  that  they  would  enjoy 
the  meetings,  and  was  certain  that  they 
would  prove  most  useful  members.  Mr. 
J.  K.  McGregor  was  co-opted  to  the 
committee  to  fill  the  vacancy  created 
by  the  appointment  of  Mr.  H.  W. 
Gamble  as  a  trustee  of  the  Association. 
It  was  agreed  that  an  invitation  should 
be  extended  to  the  chairman  and  secre- 
tary (or  deputies)  of  each  local  asso- 
ciation to  attend  the  May  meeting  of 
the  committee,  so  that  local  difficulties 
they  might  be  experiencing  could  be 
discussed.  Secretaries  should  submit 
items  for  discussion  to  the  Association's 
secretary  not  later  than  April  26.  The 
secretary  reported  on  the  progress  of 
the  subcommittee  appointed  to  deal 
with  the  issuing  of  the  Association's 
price  list,  and  various  suggestions  for 
improvements  in  format  were  ap- 
proved. It  was  reported  that  consider- 
able price-cutting  of  a  popular  product 
was  perturbing  members,  and  the  secre- 
tary was  instructed  to  bring  the  matter 
to  the  notice  of  the  manufacturers.  Re- 
plies from  manufacturers  about  inade- 
quate price  margins  received  careful 
consideration  and  appropriate  action 
was  recommended.  The  secretary  was 
instructed  to  write  to  some  other  manu- 
facturers on  the  same  subject.  There 
was  full  discussion  on  many  items  per- 
taining to  trade  including  sales  from 
vans,  house  to  house  sales,  training  for 
assistants,  etc.  A  few  employees  whose 
applications  had  been  approved  previ- 
ously, were  elected  to  associateship.

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 

By  Xrayser 
E.  and  O.  E.  (Education  and  Our  Ethics) 

Education  and  ethics  in  pharmacy  were  the  subject  of  an  address 
by  Mr.  F.  W.  Adams  (a  secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society)  in  a 
recent  talk  to  the  Liverpool  Association  and  Branch  (p.  248).  The  speaker 
was  correct  in  his  statement  that,  since  1919,  there  had  been  an  increasing 
emphasis  on  academic  training.  It  has  been  built  up  gradually  over  nearly 
forty  years,  and  in  the  past  twenty  there  has  been  an  inflexible  resolve 
to  reach  forward  and  upward  to  the  position  where  the  degree  would 
become  the  means  of  entrance  to  the  Register.  In  referring  to  the  intro- 
duction of  the  three-year  course,  Mr.  Adams  said  that  that  had  been 
done  as  a  means  of  bringing  pharmacy  into  line  with  other  professions 
which  had  a  similar  basis,  but  that  did  not  mean  that  it  was  merely  copy- 
ing what  other  people  had  done.  The  meaning  of  that  remark  is  not  very 
clear  but,  from  the  meagre  information  let  fall  from  time  to  time,  it  has 
seemed  to  me  that  the  headlong  precipitancy  with  which  the  three-year 
course  was  finally  rushed  through  was  brought  about  for  reasons  largely 
concerned  with  government  policy  in  relation  to  technical  colleges,  which 
in  turn  was  related  to  educational  grants.  There  may  have  been  no  option 
in  the  matter,  though  no  one  has  said  so.  The  secretary's  statement  that 
the  Council  is  now  to  deal  with  those  who  offend  ethically  by  advertising 
their  dispensing  services  will  be  watched  with  interest. 

Modern  Treatments 

The  report  on  the  treatments  used  in  the  recent  influenza  epidemic 
(contained  in  your  extract  from  Prescribers'  Notes)  makes  interesting  if 
conflicting  reading,  and  indicates  the  complexities  of  modern  medicine. 
The  report  (p.  246)  stresses  the  dangers  of  sensitisation,  toxicity,  and  the 
propagation  of  resistant  bacteria  by  the  indiscriminate  use  of  antibiotics, 
quite  apart  from  any  consideration  of  expense.  It  states  that  complications 
arose  in  not  more  than  3  per  cent,  of  cases  in  the  1957  epidemic,  but  it 
does  not  make  clear  whether  that  low  percentage  was  a  result  of  anti- 
bacterial treatment.  What  the  outcome  would  have  been  if  there  had  been 
no  antibiotics  is  difficult  to  visualise,  but  lives  must  have  been  saved 
and  the  burden  of  the  hospitals  eased  by  modern  therapy.  If  the  higher 
drug  bill  is  viewed  in  relation  to  the  other  factors  there  should  be  no 
complaint. 

Hobbies 

A  recent  issue  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  reported  an  exhibition 
of  the  many  and  varied  hobbies  that  occupy  the  hours  of  ease  of  the 
medical  profession.  At  the  time  I  toyed  with  the  interesting  speculation 
that  there  might,  in  fact,  be  what  could  be  described  as  "  occupational  " 
hobbies,  using  the  word  as  it  is  applied  to  occupational  diseases.  I  had 
long  been  aware,  from  personal  acquaintance,  that  organ-playing  seemed, 
in  some  strange  manner,  to  be  associated  with  a  keen  interest  in  railways. 
That  my  own  friends  were  not  eccentrics  in  that  regard  was  brought  home 
to  me  by  a  newspaper  photograph,  some  time  ago,  showing  a  conference 
of  organists  being  taken  round  a  rail  depot.  Another  example  of  the 
same  kind  of  affinity  is,  again  in  my  own  acquaintance,  displayed  by  two 
hairdressers,  unknown  to  each  other,  who  breed  canaries.  That  associa- 
tion seems  to  go  back  quite  a  long  way,  for  the  landlord  of  the  notorious 
Sarah  Gamp — Paul  Sweedlepipe  by  name — was  a  barber  with  leanings 
towards  ornithology.  Dickens,  reflecting  on  the  laws  of  sympathy  between 
beards  and  birds,  thought  that  the  secret  attraction  which  impelled  a 
shaver  of  the  one  to  be  a  dealer  in  the  other  was  a  question  for  the  subtle 
reasoning  of  scientific  bodies,  not  the  less  so  because  the  investigation 
would  probably  lead  to  no  particular  result.  I  know  that  photography 
is  a  pastime  of  the  pharmacist,  but  has  he,  in  common  with  organists  and 
barbers,  an  "  occupational  "  hobby?  Has  counting  tablets  in  one  of  those 
neat  little  triangular  trays,  so  thoughtfully  provided  by  a  munificent  firm, 
yet  attained  that  distinction? 
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Ministry  to  use  Board's  information  for  prosecutions  ? 


THE  Northern  Ireland  Ministry  of 
Home  Affairs  has  asked  for  information 
from  the  Northern  Ireland  General 
Health  Services  Board  about  cases  of 
dispensing  by  unqualified  assistants 
without  direct  supervision  of  a  regis- 
tered pharmacist  with  a  view  to  in- 
stigating legal  proceedings.  That  was  re- 
ported at  a  meeting  of  the  Board  in 
Belfast  on  February  26.  The  pharma- 
ceutical advisory  committee  thought 
that  that  was  not  a  desirable  procedure 
and  that  the  views  of  the  Board's  legal 
adviser  should  be  sought  on  the  matter. 

Mr.  W.  Birnie  (assistant  secretary) 
at  the  meeting  of  the  pharmaceutical 
advisory  committee  referred  to  a  dis- 
cussion at  an  earlier  meeting  on  a 
building  occupied  by  a  doctor  and  a 
chemist  (see  C.  &  D.,  January  11, 
p.  32)  and  reported  that  the  chemist 
had  called  and  discussed  the  matter 
on  January  14.  No  undertaking  had 
been  received  that  the  window  would 
cease  to  be  used  for  display  purposes. 
After  consideration,  the  committee  de- 
cided that  if  no  reply  was  received  be- 
fore the  end  of  February  the  matter 
should  be  referred  to  the  Services  Com- 
mittee. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Officer  (Mr. 
A.  W.  Kernahan)  told  the  committee 
that  chemists  in  a  certain  provincial 
town  prepared  their  own  rota  cards. 
One  shop  had  recently  closed  and  a 
suggestion  was  put  forward  by  the 
chemists  which  provided  for  other 
chemists  filling  the  vacancy  in  the  sys- 
tem and  for  the  issuing  of  an  amend- 
ment. The  Board  raised  no  objection  to 
the  chemists  concerned  making  their 
own  arrangements. 

Revision  of  Drug  Testing  Scheme 

Mr.  Birnie  said  that  the  draft  of  the 
proposed  revision  of  the  Drug  Testing 
Scheme  had  been  considered  by  the 
negotiating  committee  of  the  Local 
Pharmaceutical  Committee.  He  sub- 
mitted to  the  committee  a  letter  from 
the  secretary  of  the  Local  Pharmaceu- 
tical Committee  sugggesting  amend- 
ments to  clause  6  of  the  scheme.  The 
need  for  the  amendments  was  not  quite 
clear.  Mr.  C.  A.  Quinn  said  that  the 
view  of  the  Local  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittee was  that  a  supplier  of  appli- 
ances should  be  disassociated  from  a 
pharmaceutical  chemist  and  that  a 
separate  paragraph  should  be  prepared 
to  cover  the  supplier.  He  also  felt  that 
if  the  Board  did  not  insert  the  words 
"  and  that  I  am  a  registered  pharma- 
ceutical chemist "  after  the  word 
"  supervision "  in  line  twelve  they 
would  be  leaving  themselves  open  to 
criticism  in  requiring  an  unqualified 
assistant  to  certify  that  he  had  dis- 
pensed a  prescription  without  direct 
supervision.  After  further  discussion  the 
pharmaceutical  advisory  committee  de- 
cided that  Mr.  G.  D.  Stewart  (secre- 
tary) and  the  pharmaceutical  officer 
should  discuss  the  suggested  amend- 
ments with  the  Local  Pharmaceutical 
Committee. 

The  pharmaceutical  officer  submitted 
a  prescription  to  the  drug  pricing 
committee  for  one  ounce  gutt.  flavin. 


in  50  per  cent,  spirit  bearing  the  en- 
dorsement of  the  chemist  for  "  lot. 
florinef  15  c.c.  sp.  rect.  15  c.c."  The 
chemist  admitted  that  she  had  misin- 
terpreted the  prescription.  At  the  time 
of  dispensing  she  had  been  a  little  un- 
certain but,  as  Florinef  preparations 
were  being  prescribed  rather  freely, 
she  decided  that  the  doctor  wanted  a 
half-strength  in  spirit  solution  of  the 
lotion.  The  committee  accepted  the 
chemist's  explanation  but  agreed  that 
no  payment  should  be  made.  Mr. 
Kernahan  also  submitted  a  pamphlet 
introducing  the  Distampin  disposable 
injector  and  sought  the  committee's 
views  on  its  prescribing.  After  con- 
sideration, the  committee  recommen- 
ded that,  where  the  product  was  re- 
quired for  self-injection  by  the  patient, 
the  Board  should  pay  for  the  prescrip- 
tion but  that  the  Board  should  not 
allow  payment  on  a  stock  order.  The 
pamphlet  was  referred  to  the  medical 
advisory  committee  for  information. 

A  claim  was  submitted  from  a  chem- 
ist for  5s.  6d.  for  replacement  of  a 
glass  bottle  for  a  flowmeter  and 
humidifier  broken  when  the  equipment 
was  on  hire  to  a  patient.  It  was  agreed 
that  the  views  of  the  Local  Pharma- 


ceutical Committee  and  the  Ministry 
should  be  sought.  The  pharmaceutical 
officer  informed  the  committee  that 
Equanil  was  now  being  manufactured 
in  200-mgm.  tablets  as  well  as  400- 
mgm.  and  sought  the  views  of  the  com- 
mittee on  payment  of  prescriptions  for 
it.  It  was  agreed  that  the  Board  should 
pay  for  the  weaker  strength  unless  the 
400-mgm.  tablets  were  specifically  pre- 
scribed. A  chemist  wrote  asking  what 
should  be  dispensed  when  a  1  per  cent, 
gentian  violet  solution  was  prescribed, 
since  it  was  only  soluble  in  water  1  in 
200.  After  consideration  of  the  solu- 
bility of  the  solution  in  glycerin  and 
water,  it  was  decided  that  a  formula 
should  be  worked  out  and  submitted 
to  the  medical  advisory  committee  and 
to  the  next  meeting  of  the  drug  pric- 
ing committee. 

The  pharmaceutical  officer  submitted 
correspondence  from  a  chemist  who 
dispensed  ferri  succinate  tablets  when 
Ferromyn  tablets  were  prescribed.  The 
chemist  stated  that  he  had  always 
understood  that  it  was  in  order  to  dis- 
pense a  non-proprietary  preparation 
cheaper  than  that  prescribed.  The  com- 
mittee decided  that  since  the  chemist 
had  dispensed  a  preparation  other  than 
that  ordered  without  the  preserver's 
authority  no  payment  should  be  made 
and  that  the  chemist  should  be  warned 
to  adhere  to  the  Regulations. 


FAMILY  DOCTORS  HONOURED 

Prizes  for  "  original  observations  " 


AT  a  ceremony  held  simultaneously  in 
London  and  Montreal  on  March  6, 
three  doctors  received  prizes  totalling 
£500  for  original  ideas,  "  hunches  "  and 
suggestions  arising  from  their  work  in 
general  practice.  In  London,  Sir 
Clavering  Fison  (chairman  of  Fison 
group  of  companies)  presented  the 
second  and  third  prizes  to  Dr.  J.  F. 
Burdon,  Paignton,  Devon,  and  Dr. 
J.  J.  Hobbs,  Ashington,  Northumber- 
land. The  first  prize  went  to  a 
Canadian  (Dr.  E.  H.  Evans,  Nova 
Scotia)  who  emigrated  after  the 
1939^15  war.  Over  a  radiotelephone 
link,  both  audiences  were  able  to  par- 
ticipate in  the  ceremony.  They  heard 
Sir  Clavering  speak  of  nearly  100  un- 
usual and  stimulating  ideas  which  had 
come  from  doctors  in  twelve  countries, 
two  of  them  behind  the  iron  curtain. 
The  hunch  about  family  doctors  having 
hunches,  he  said,  had  come  off.  and  he 
hoped  that  research  workers  in  both 
the  academic  and  industrial  fields 
would  study  those  observations  as  they 
undoubtedly  deserved  and  that,  as  a  re- 
sult, new  and  original  lines  of  research 
would  grow  and  flourish  from  the  seeds 
that  those  family  doctors  had  sown. 
Sponsored  by  Benger  Laboratories, 
Ltd..  Holmes  Chapel,  Ches,  and  judged 
by  the  awards  committee  of  the  Col- 
lege of  General  Practitioners,  the  com- 
petition was  aimed  at  bringing  to  light 
some  of  the  family  doctors'  vast  store 
of  knowledge  and  experience. 

Among  the  "  hunches  "  put  forward 
were  a  "  susceptible  state  "  to  viral  in- 
fections (first  prize);  a  new  test  for 
earlier  diagnosis  of  circulatory  failure 
(second  prize);  ideas  on  easier  child- 
birth (third  prize);  and  a  study  of 
"  blowing  the  nose."  Other  doctors  had 


ideas  on  predetermination  of  sex,  on 
the  treatment  of  sterility  with  cortisone 
and  on  a  remedy  for  snoring.  ("  A  dis- 
grace, rather  than  a  disease.") 

The  observations  of  Dr.  Evans  may, 
it  is  thought,  lead  to  new  research  into 
the  common  cold  and  may  help  other 
research  workers  in  the  fight  against 
polio.  The  author  believes  that  there 
are  three  patterns  of  susceptibility  to 
viral  infection.  He  cites  measles  as  an 
example  of  primary  susceptibility  (in 
which  the  course  of  the  disease  is  pre- 
determined and  follows  a  similar  pat- 
tern in  each  individual);  poliomyelitis 
as  an  example  of  secondary  suscepti- 
bility (in  which  the  course  is  deter- 
mined by  an  extension  of  the  infection 
from  an  enteric  primary  site  of  inva- 
sion into  a  susceptible  motor  neurone 
system;  depending  upon  that  part  of 
the  motor  neurone  system  which  is  sus- 
ceptible, various  distinct  or  mixed  pat- 
terns of  the  disease  occur);  and  the 
common  cold  as  an  example  of  recur- 
ring susceptibility  (in  which  the  renewal 
of  the  "  surface  "  cells  of  the  respira- 
tory tree  favours  repeated  infections 
due  to  recurring  primary  susceptibility). 

The  correct  technique  of  nose-blow- 
ing in  order  to  prevent  pathogenic  or- 
ganisms being  forced  into  the  air  cells 
of  the  cheeks,  the  frontal  sinus,  or  the 
ethmoidal  cells  or  along  the  eustachian 
tubes  to  the  middle  ear  is  outlined  by 
Dr.  Marion  Bodycombe.  In  order  to 
prevent  sudden  forward  movement  and 
increased  expiratory  pressure  being 
countered  by  pressure  on  the  nose,  it  is 
recommended  that  the  handkerchiefed 
hand  should  be  steadied  by  pressing  on 
the  cheeks  well  away  from  the  nose. 
The  nose  should  then  be  blown  quite 
strongly. 
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CHEMISTS  OF  THE  SOUTH-WEST  CONFER 

Lengthy  sessions  at  N.P.U.  area  meeting  at  Weston-super-Mare 


THE  tally  of  five  resolutions  passed, 
four  turned  down  and  four  withdrawn 
at  the  south-west  area  meeting  of  the 
National  Pharmaceutical  Union  held  at 
Weston-super-Mare  on  March  9  is  an 
indication  both  of  the  controversial 
nature  of  many  of  the  matters  dis- 
cussed and  of  the  speed  with  which 
events  are  apt  to  catch  up  on  the  branch 
discussions  that  emerge  as  resolutions. 

The  motions  carried  included  a  de- 
mand for  more  topical  showcards  and 
price  tickets,  a  condemnation  of  the 
policy  of  some  manufacturers  of  tooth- 
pastes in  temporarily  reducing  prices  in 
order  to  stimulate  sales,  criticism  of  the 
commercial  activities  of  welfare  centres, 
and  a  call  for  pressure  to  secure  full 
pricing  of  National  Health  Service  pre- 
scriptions. The  motions  lost  showed 
that,  after  due  discussion,  the  majority 
of  members  were  not  convinced  of  the 
wisdom  of  demanding  from  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  a  more  specific  an- 
nouncement on  the  sale  of  products  for 
reducing  obesity,  or  of  insisting  that 
analysts'  certificates  should  be  passed 
on  to  contractors  after  examinations 
under  the  testing  scheme,  or  of  being 
content  with  prices  slightly  higher  for 
the  marketing  committee's  series  of 
counter-sales  products  than  those  of 
the  items  they  were  designed  to  com- 
pete with,  or  of  demanding  that  a 
notice  inviting  patients  to  return  con- 
tainers should  be  put  on  the  front  of 
every  EC  10  form. 

The  meeting  on  Sunday  afternoon 
began  with  a  welcome  from  the  local 
chairman  (Mr.  K.  E.  Jordan)  to  the 
members  present  (over  eighty  in  num- 
ber) and  an  address  by  the  chairman  of 
the  N.P.U.  (Mr.  P.  D.  J.  Spaanderman). 
Mr.  Spaanderman  made  reference  to 
the  recent  increase  in  subscription  to 
the  Union.  After  enumerating  the  fac- 
tors that  had  dictated  the  rise,  he  re- 
stated the  policy  of  keeping  subscrip- 
tions as  low  as  possible,  and  claimed 
that  use  of  the  clearing-house  system 
would  more  than  save  a  member  the 
cost  of  his  subscription.  Mr.  Spaander- 
man also  explained  a  point  about  the 
Union's  business  purchase  and  guaran- 
tee fund.  Modifications  were  being 
examined  that  would  encourage,  he 
said,  a  vendor  and  a  would-be  pur- 
chaser to  make  a  joint  approach  for  an 
advance. 

Discussion  on  N.P.U.  matters  was 
prefaced  by  a  statement  by  Mr.  H. 
Holmes,  Torquay  (member  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive representing  Cornwall.  Devon, 
Dorset  and  Somerset).  Mr.  Holmes 
listed  the  services  the  Union  offered  its 
members,  and  gave  information  about 
structural  alterations  now  being  car- 
ried out  at  Queen  Square,  and  about 
the  proposed  Convention  in  1959. 
Moving  the  first  resolution:  — 
"  That  this  meeting  expresses  its  un- 
qualified approval  of  the  N.P.U.  Dispens- 
ing Screen  and  C.F.  Window  Cards  and 
hopes  that  topical  show  cards  and  price 
tickets  relating  particularly  to  packed 
goods  (Olive  Oil,  etc.)  and  sundries  (Hot 
Water  Bottles,  etc.)  be  included  in  the 
range  in  the  very  near  future  to  enable 
the  private  chemist  to  meet  multiple  com- 
petition." 


Mr.  W.  M.  Currie,  North  Devon, 
said  his  guns  had  been  spiked  by  the 
announcement  that  the  N.P.U.  was  pro- 
ducing a  hot-water  bottle.  Mr.  H.  W.  E. 
Payne,  who  seconded  the  proposition, 
advocated  the  inclusion  of  a  slogan  on 
the  carboy  device  featured  on  the  show 
material.  Mr.  J.  W.  Sill,  Dorset, 
thought  the  N.P.U.  could  well  publicise 
the  scientific  training  and  background 
of  the  pharmacist.  Over  thirty  years' 
experience  in  a  range  of  hobbies  and 
interests  had  shown  how  valuable  in 
creating  prestige  that  background  could 
prove. 

Sales  by  Clinics 

A  resolution  deploring  the  increasing 
commercial  activities  of  welfare  centres 
and  local-authority  clinics  and  urging 
action  to  curb  them  was  moved  by 
Mr.  Currie,  North  Devon.  He  said  it 
was  recognised  that  a  charge  was  laid 
on  local  health  authorities  to  care  for 
child  health,  and  that  no  complaint 
was  made  of  the  manner  of  distribution 
of  orange  juice,  cod-liver  oil  and 
national  dried  milk,  but  some  clinics 
were  going  further  and  selling  a  variety 
of  other  goods  at  cost  or  even  (using 
subsidies)  below  cost.  Mr.  A.  O.  Bar- 
ton, West  Lavington,  said  the  effect 
was  especially  injurious  in  rural  areas. 

Mr.  Joseph  Wright  (deputy  secre- 
tary of  the  N.P.U.)  said  there  were  two 
ways  of  tackling  the  problem :  to  get 
the  National  Health  Service  Act 
amended  or  to  try  and  influence  the 
manufacturers.  In  following  the  second 
course  the  N.P.U.  had  been  told  that 
clinics  were  reluctant  to  recommend 
foods  unless  they  were  cheap  and  that 
meant  some  such  arrangement  as  the 
motion  complained  of.  It  was  claimed  by 
the  manufacturers  that  sales  of  the  nor- 
mal pack  were  highest  in  areas  where  a 
food  was  also  available  through  clinics. 
The  only  effective  action  would  be  for 
the  N.P.U.  to  say  to  manufacturers : 
"  If  you  continue  to  supply  clinics  in 
that  way  members  will  cease  selling 
your  products."  The  Union  was  not 
able  to  do  that. 

From  the  chair,  Mr.  Spaanderman 
said  the  real  complaint  was  of  abuses 
of  the  charge  laid  on  local  authorities 
by  the  Act,  such  as  the  buying  of  goods 
not  for  the  use  of  the  person  buying 
but  for  sale  on  commission.  If  abuses 
became  known  to  chemists  they  should 
be  exposed.  If  they  did  so  the  situation 
would  soon  right  itself. 

The  resolution  defeated  in  the  section 
on  N.P.U.  matters  was  one  put  for- 
ward by  North  Gloucestershire  Branch 
in  the   following  terms:  — 

"  In  view  of  the  confusion  that  exists  on 
the  interpretation  of  the  pronouncement 
of  the  P.S.G.B.  on  the  sale  of  prepara- 
tions for  the  treatment  of  obesity,  this 
Branch  requests  the  N.P.U.  to  seek  a  clear 
interpretation  of  its  intention." 

It  was  moved  by  Mr.  H.  Jarvis 
Graves,  who  said  that  customers  were 
apt  to  look  on  chemists  who  complied 
with  the  intention  behind  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society's  pronouncement  as 
"  stuffy  "  chemists  and  to  transfer  their 
custom  elsewhere.  Mr.  Neville  Booth, 
who  seconded,  said  that  the  pronounce- 


ment was  one  of  a  succession  of  half- 
hearted recommendations  from  Blooms- 
bury  Square.  They  all  placed  the  phar- 
macist in  a  difficult  position.  The  em- 
phasis ought  to  be  put  on  the  discre- 
tion of  members. 

Mr.  W.  Talvan  Rees  (chairman  of 
the  marketing  policy  committtee  and  Ex- 
ecutive member  for  Gloucestershire  and 
Wiltshire)  outlined  the  work  of  his 
committee.  He  said  the  committee  re- 
garded it  as  a  duty  to  help  enable 
members  of  the  Union  to  meet  the 
competition  of  other  traders.  It  had 
elaborated  some  practical  schemes,  in- 
cluding the  purchase  of  a  hot-water 
bottle  for  sale  at  5s.;  of  a  range  of 
packed  standard  preparations;  of  a  1  -lb. 
pack  of  powdered  glucose;  and  of 
counter  bags  carrying  propaganda  for 
the  independent  chemist. 

Mr.  W.  F.  Mildren,  Salisbury,  moved 
on  behalf  of  Salisbury  Branch  the  re- 
solution :  — 

"  That  this  meeting  supports  a  policy 
that  members  of  the  N.P.U.  should  sell 
their  packed  drugs  at  a  uniform  price 
showing  a  reasonable  margin  of  profit.  It 
is,  however,  the  opinion  of  this  meeting 
that  it  would  be  unwise  to  try  to  meet  the 
exact  prices  of  the  multiple  stores,  as  this 
would  lead  to  a  lowering  of  profit  margins 
or  a  sacrifice  of  quality.  Further,  meeting 
the  prices  of  the  multiple  stores  would 
lead  the  stores  to  lower  their  prices  still 
further,  which  would  start  a  '  price  cut 
war  '  which  could  be  fatal  to  the  private 
trading  chemist." 

Members,  he  said,  hoped  for  a  rea- 
sonable list  of  packed  goods  with  which 
to  be  able  to  compete  with  the  mul- 
tiples, but  his  Branch  took  the  view  that 
there  was  no  necessity  to  come  right 
down  to  the  price  at  which  the  mul- 
tiple offered  their  comparable  pro- 
ducts. Mr.  H.  S.  Estlick,  Cornwall, 
thought  that  the  proposition  was  not  a 
good  one.  In  his  view,  a  better  idea 
would  be  for  the  local  branch  of  the 
N.P.U.  to  fix  a  local  price  in  accord- 
ance with  local  conditions.  Mr.  J.  H. 
Keenan,  Cornwall,  pointed  out  that 
both  ideas  cut  across  the  intention  of 
the  N.P.U.  Either  the  price  must  come 
right  down  to  that  of  the  multiples  or 
there  was  no  point  in  producing  the 
competitive  lines. 

Mr.  W.  Talvan  Rees  said  from  the 
platform  that  the  Committee  thought 
their  duty  was  to  provide  the  means 
by  which  members  of  the  Union  could 
compete  with  the  multiples.  No  chemist 
was  bound  to  sell,  say,  the  N.P.U.'s 
hot-water  bottle,  but  the  marketing 
policy  committee  was  concerned  to  pre- 
vent loss  of  customers  to  private 
chemists. 

"  Free  "  Offers 

As  already  stated,  the  resolution  was 
passed.  A  resolution  by  Exeter  Branch, 
deprecating  delay  in  the  production  of 
material  by  the  marketing  committee, 
was  withdrawn  as  being  already  out  of 
date,  but  there  was  full  support  for  a 
resolution  submitted  by  the  North 
Gloucestershire  Branch  condemning 
temporary  price  reductions  as  a  method 
of  advertising  tooth-pastes,  soaps,  etc.

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IN  PARLIAMENT 

By  a  Member  of  the  Press  Gallery,  House  of  Commons 


MOVING  the  second  reading  of  the 
National  Health  Service  Contributions 
Bill  on  March  5,  Mr.  D.  Walker- 
Smith  (Minister  of  Health)  said  that  a 
possible  economy  was  on  the  drug  bill. 
For  1958-59  the  estimated  cost  of  drugs 
was  £74  millions,  10  per  cent,  of  the 
cost  of  the  service.  That  was  more 
than  twice  the  amount  in  the  initial 
year  of  the  service.  It  should  be  kept 
under  close  scrutiny.  Various  measures 
had  been  taken  to  try  and  limit  the 
drugs  bill  to  the  lowest  reasonable 
amount.  Efforts  had  been  made  to  in- 
fluence the  prescribing  habits  of  doc- 
tors, and  to  restrain  the  prices  of 
manufacturers. 

A  special  inquiry  in  1955  revealed  no 
evidence  of  excessive  prices  for  stan- 
dard drugs.  For  proprietary  drugs  the 
1957  scheme  was  still  on  trial  and 
would  be  carefully  studied.  At  present 
the  average  cost  of  a  prescription  was 
6s. 

Dr.  Edith  Summerskill  said  there 
was  a  high-powered  salesmanship  in 
Britain  which  induced  doctors  to  pre- 
scribe and  patients  to  ask  for  expensive 
proprietary  drugs  for  which  there  was 
a  much  cheaper  equivalent.  Not  one 
representative  from  any  drug  house 
had  attempted  to  disprove  what  she  had 
said. 

Sale  of  Amyl  Nitrite 

Captain  H.  B.  Kerby  on  March  10 
asked  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the 
Home  Department  if  he  would" prohibit 
the  sale,  without  a  doctor*s  prescrip- 
tion, of  amyl  nitrite,  a  stimulant  drug 
widely  peddled  and  used  by  prostitutes, 
procurers  and  other  members  of  the 
organised  vice  racket  in  the  West  End 
of  London  and  elsewhere;  and  if  he 
would  make  it  a  criminal  offence  for 
anyone,  other  than  a  doctor,  to  admini- 
ster the  drug  bearing  in  mind  that  it 
undermined  moral  resistance  and  was 
the  first  step  to  drug  addiction. 

Mr.  R.  A.  Butler  said  that  amyl 
nitrite  was  controlled  as  a  poison,  but 
the  Poisons  Board  had  not  in  the  past 
considered  that  there  was  sufficient 
evidence  of  its  abuse  to  warrant  the 
application  to  it  of  the  stricter  controls 
which  applied  to  the  more  dangerous 
poisons.  He  was,  however,  keeping  the 
matter  under  close  review  and  would 
be  glad  to  have  any  evidence  of  the 
abuses. 

Radioactive  Content  of  Tobacco 

Mr.  F.  Beswick  on  March  10  asked 
the  Minister  of  Health  what  research 
by  the  Medical  Research  Council  had 
been  done  into  the  radioactive  proper- 
ties of  the  tobacco  plant  and  tobacco 
ash;  and  with  what  result. 

Mr.  D.  Walker-Smith  said  that 
measurements  of  the  radioactive  con- 
tent of  tobacco,  tobacco  ash,  and 
tobacco  smoke  had  been  carried  out 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Medical  Re- 
search Council.  There  was  no  evidence 
that  the  radioactive  content  of  the 
tobacco  plant  was  in  any  significant 
manner  different  from  that  in  other 
forms  of  vegetable  life.  Very  little 
radioactivity  could  be  detected  in 
tobacco  smoke,  since  the  greater  part 


of  the  radioactivity  in  the  plant  re- 
mained in  the  ash.  The  Lord  President 
of  the  Council  was  advised  that  the 
dose  of  radiation  to  the  lungs  from 
that  source,  even  in  heavy  smokers,  was 
so  small  that  it  was  unlikely  to  be  a 
factor  of  any  importance  in  the  causa- 
tion of  cancer  of  the  lung. 

Prescription  Costs 

Mr.  D.  Walker-Smith  (Minister  of 
Health)  told  Mr.  A.  Blenkinsop  on 
March  10  that  the  average  cost  per 
prescription  was  approximately  6s.  Id. 
in  December  1957,  compared  with 
5s.  6jd.  in  December  1956,  and  4s.  7|d. 
in  December  1955.  Examination  of  re- 
presentative samples  of  prescriptions 
showed  that  the  main  reason  for  the  in- 
crease in  December  1956,  and  subse- 
quently, was  the  prescribing  of  larger 
quantities.  Since  December  1955,  the 
cost  had  also  been  affected  by  the  pre- 
scribing of  certain  expensive  prepara- 
tions which  had  not  previously  been 
available. 

Mr.  A.  Blenkinsop  said  that  that 
was  a  confession  that  the  increased 
prescription  charge  had  resulted  in 
higher  costs  because  of  the  larger 
quantities  which  the  Ministry  had  en- 
couraged doctors  to  prescribe. 

Mr.  Walker-Smith  said  that  although 
there  was  a  higher  prescription  charge 
partly  due  to  larger  quantities  and 
partly  due  to  new  drugs,  the  number 
of  prescriptions  in  1957  in  spite  of  the 
influenza  epidemic  dropped  substan- 
tially from  the  number  in  1956. 

Contributions  Rise  in  July 

Speaking  on  the  Committee  stage  of 
the  National  Health  Service  contribu- 
tions Bill  on  March  11,  Mr.  Derek 
Walker-Smith  (Minister  of  Health) 
said  that  it  was  intended  to  bring  the 
scheme  for  increased  contributions  into 
force  about  the  beginning  of  July. 

An  amendment  by  Mr.  Marquand 
to  remove  from  the  Bill  references  to 
Northern  Ireland  was  negatived.  A  fur- 
ther series  of  amendments  to  defer  im- 
plementation of  the  Bill  until  after  July 
1.  1960,  to  exempt  men  over  65  and 
women  over  60  who  had  not  retired 
from  paying  the  increase,  to  exclude 
from  the  increase  men  who  earned  less 
than  £10  a  week,  to  limit  increases  to 
|d.  and  to  exempt  widows  over  60  from 
contributions  were  also  defeated  and  the 
committee  stage  of  the  Bill  concluded. 

Pharmaceutical  Preparations 

Major  T.  V.  H.  Beamish,  on 
March  11.  asked  the  President  of  the 
Board  of  Trade  how  many  commodities 
and  groups  of  commodities  produced  in 
the  United  Kingdom  were  listed  in  the 
wholesale  price  index,  published 
monthly  in  the  Board  of  Trade  Jour- 
nal; what  had  been  the  average  per- 
centage increase  in  price,  counting  June 
30,  1949,  as  100;  and  what  had  been 
the  rise  in  the  price  index  of  drugs  and 
pharmaceutical  preparations? 

Mr.  F.  J.  Erroll  (Parliamentary 
Secretary)  said  that  index  numbers  for 
114  commodities  and  groups  of  com- 
modities produced  in  the  United  King- 
dom were  listed  in  the  latest  monthly 


article  on  wholesale  prices  in  the  Board 
of  Trade  Journal.  The  price  index  for 
all  manufactured  products — other  than 
fuel,  food  and  tobacco — was  4L6  per 
cent,  higher  for  January  1958  than  at 
June  30,  1949.  The  index  for  drugs  and 
pharmaceuticals  had  risen  by  6  6  per 
cent,  over  the  same  period. 

Major  Beamish  asked  if  it  was 
appreciated  that  had  the  pharmaceuti- 
cal industry  not  been  so  strikingly  suc- 
cessful in  keeping  down  wholesale 
prices  in  the  past  decade  the  annual 
drug  bill  would  be  many  millions  of 
pounds  higher.  Would  the  President  of 
the  Board  of  Trade  publish,  in  the 
Official  Report,  a  table  showing  the 
annual  value  of  exports  of  proprietary 
pharmaceutical  preparations? 

Mr.  Erroll  said  that  precise  statistics 
were  not  available,  but  the  Trade  and 
Navigation  Accounts  gave  the  statistics 
for  the  total  of  all  drugs,  medicines  and 
medicinal  preparations,  and  for  the  total 
of  those  classified  as  "  proprietary  medi- 
cines, not  elsewhere  specified  " 

LEGAL  REPORTS 

Fined  for  Stealing 

At  the  London  Sessions,  recently, 
Norman  Harold  Leaper,  M.P.S.. 
Queensway,  Bayswater,  London  W  2 
was  fined  £25  and  £26  5s.  costs  for 
stealing  two  pairs  of  socks  valued  at 
7s.  10d.  from  a  London  store.  In  1944 
Leaper  was  struck  off  the  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Society's  register  after  having  been 
sentenced  to  four  years  imprisonment. 
He  was  subsequently  reinstated. 

Theft  and  Receiving 

At  the  London  Sessions,  recently,  Pat- 
rick Harold  and  Eric  Snape  were  each 
sentenced  to  twelve  months'  imprison- 
ment on  theft  and  receiving  charges. 
Harold  pleaded  guilty  to  stealing  fif- 
teen cartons  of  sanitary  towels  and  two 
cartons  of  cotton  wool  from  his  em- 
ployers, Lilia  White  (Sales),  Ltd..  Bar- 
tholomew Road,  Kentish  Town,  and 
Snape  pleaded  guilty  to  receiving 
twenty  cartons  of  towels  and  cotton 
wool  knowing  them  to  have  been  sto- 
len (see  C.  &  D.,  January  25,  p.  85). 
John  Myers,  who  carries  on  business  at 
East  Street,  London,  S.E.I 7,  was  found 
guilty  of  receiving  seventeen  cartons  of 
towels  and  two  cartons  of  cotton  wool 
valued  £65.  the  property  of  Lilia  White 
(Sales).  Ltd.,  knowing  them  to  have 
been  stolen  and  was  gaoled  for  nine 
months.  Myers  in  evidence  said  he 
ordered  the  goods  from  Snape  before 
going  to  Nice  for  a  holiday.  On  his  re- 
turn his  son  told  him  the  cartons  had 
been  delivered  and  put  in  the  ware- 
house. Myers  said  he  sold  goods  at  cut 
prices  and  he  had  a  stall  outside  his 
shop.  On  previous  occasions  he  had 
bought  goods  without  invoice.  He 
ordered  a  large  quantity  of  towels  from 
Snape  because  Snape  said  that  would 
be  cheaper.  He  never  suspected  that 
anything  was  stolen.  After  the  jury 
found  Myers  guilty  an  inspector  said 
Myers  had  two  previous  convictions 
for  receiving  and  also  war-time  convic- 
tions for  rationing  offences.

Mr.  Philipps.  Retail  prices  would  then 
automatically  be  reduced  to  such  an  ex- 
tent that  there  could  not  be  any  justi- 
fication for  further  claims  for  wage  in- 
creases. The  present  purchase  tax  rate 
of  60  per  cent,  was  the  most  onerous 
tax  on  photographic  materials  in  the 
world  and  the  complicated  way  in  which 
the  present  tax  was  assessed  and  collec- 
ted made  it  more  difficult  to  introduce 
modern  methods  into  offices,  and  was  a 
cause  of  unnecessary  waste  of  labour.

The  list,  now  formidable, 
includes  foods,  medicines,  soaps,  toilet- 
ries and  sundries  whether  nationally 
advertised,  popular  loss-leaders  or 
stocked  by  custom.  To  date  I  have  had 
no  indication  of  any  unfavourable  re- 
action, and  I  anticipate  that  my  ac- 
counts this  year  will  show  the  same 
healthy  increase  as  has  obtained  over 
the  past  two  years.  I  think,  mainly, 
of  the  gross  profit.  I  always  be- 
lieve in  working  for  money,  and  I  have 
found  that  the  bogy  of  not  keeping  all 
the  lines  that  are  "  sold  by  all  good 
chemists  "  is  a  fallacy.  A  cursory  check 
on  the  returns  obtainable  on  many  popu- 
lar lines  will  give  most  pharmacists  a 
shock.  Two  such,  stocked  by  almost 
every  pharmacy  except  mine,  show 
gross  profits  of  10  per  cent,  and  11-9 
per  cent.

The  ephedrine  hydrochloride  content 
has  been  reduced  from  2  per  cent,  w/v 
to  0'9  per  cent,  w/v  and  in  conse- 
quence the  product  no  longer  requires 
to  be  labelled  "  poison."  The  price  is 
unchanged.  The  2  per  cent,  spray  is 
withdrawn,  and  present  stocks  may  be 
exchanged  free  of  charge  if  returned  to 
the  company. 

Rallyists'  Soft  Drinks.  —  When  Brit- 
ish competitors  in  the  1958  Monte 
Carlo  rally  returned  from  the  Conti- 
nent they  received  from  the  manufac- 
turers of  Lucozade  (Beecham  Foods,

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DRUG-INDUCED  SKIN  ERUPTIONS 

Dermatology  Institute's  London  exhibition 


ONE  particular  aspect  of  the  possible 
side-effects  of  drugs — skin  reactions — 
was  emphasised  at  an  exhibition  held 
at  the  Institute  of  Dermatology,  Lon- 
don, W.l.  The  exhibition  closed  on 
February  27. 

Clinically,  the  exhibition  demonstra- 
ted eight  types  of  reaction  that  occur, 
namely  erythematous.  eczematous, 
lichenoid,  acneform,  urticarial,  pur- 
puric, fixed,  and  others. 

Sulphonamides  and  barbiturates  were 
among  the  drugs  shown  as  causing 
erythematous  reactions,  generally  on 
the  limbs  and  sides  of  the  face  and 
neck.  The  more  serious  type  of  such 
reactions  first  affect  the  mucous  mem- 
branes of  the  lips  and  mouth  and  later 
the  eyes  and  genitalia.  With  the  sul- 
phonamides an  immediate  reaction,  oc- 
curring within  twenty-four  hours  of 
administration  of  the  drug,  is  gener- 
ally more  severe  than  the  eruptions, 
which  appear  after  seven  to  nine  days. 
The  delayed  skin  reactions  are,  in  50 
per  cent,  of  cases,  associated  with  fever 
which  subsides,  however,  within  a  week 
of  withdrawing  the  drug.  Photosensi- 
tivity may  also  develop.  Causative 
drugs  of  erythema  nodosum  might  be 
sulphathiazole,  diiodides,  bromides,  and 
salicylates.  The  lesions  vary  in  col- 
our from  pale  red  to  dusky  blue. 

A  pure  eczematous  reaction  is  un- 
common as  a  form  of  drug  eruption 
but  it  may  occur  if  there  is  an  addi- 
tional epithelial  sensitivity  such  as 
photosensitivity  induced  by  sulphona- 
mides and  chlorpromazine.  Gold  salts, 
organic  arsenicals  and  metallic  mercury 
may  all  produce  a  severe  general  der- 
matitis with  symptomatic  intensive 
itching.  All  three  groups  of  drugs  have 
the  capacity  to  stimulate  cutaneous  pig- 
mentation, so  that  deep  brown  pigmen- 
tation may  be  superadded  to  the  ery- 
throdema-lichenoid  eruption.  Inorganic 
arsenical  compounds  produce  cutaneous 
manifestations  that  are  different  from 
those  caused  by  organic  compounds. 
After  a  variable  period  of  time  "  rain- 
drop "  melanin  pigmentation  develops, 
with  keratoses  on  the  palms  and  soles. 

Significance  of  Urticarial  Reaction 

An  acne-type  skin  reaction  may  be 
produced  by  iodides  and  bromides.  The 
urticarial  type  of  reaction  is  of  particu- 
lar significance,  as  it  was  associated 
with  the  reactions  of  certain  antibiotics 
and  penicillin  in  1-5  per  cent,  of 
patients.  Essentially  two  types  of  reac- 
tion may  occur,  the  first  being  immedi- 
ate anaphylaxis,  which  has  a  potenti- 
ally high  mortality  rate,  the  second  a 
less  dangerous  but  delayed  reaction 
that  usually  occurs  from  twenty-four 
hours  to  four  weeks  after  administra- 
tion has  taken  place.  Phenobarbitone 
and  other  barbiturates  may  also  pro- 
duce such  a  condition.  Carbromal,  bar- 
biturates, sulphonamides,  and  salicyl- 
ates have  all  been  responsible  for  the 
purpuric  condition,  which  is  a  toxic 
capillaritis.  Fixed  reactions  are  a  direct 
result  of  phenolphthalein,  sulphona- 
mides, arsenicals,  barbiturates.  Liche- 
noid manifestations  have  been  particu- 


larly associated  with  the  heavy  metals, 
but  more  particularly  with  injections 
of  gold,  though  mepacrine  may  also 
stimulate  them.  A  particular  complica- 
tion of  the  treatment  of  hypertension 
with  hydralazine  hydrochloride  occurs 
in  7  per  cent,  of  cases  as  a  skin  condi- 
tion not  unlike  that  of  lupus  erythe- 
matosus. Finally,  pellagra  has  long  been 
recognised  as  the  skin  condition  pro- 
duced by  a  deficiency  of  nicotinic  acid. 
Isoniazid  is  capable  of  producing  a 
pellagra-like  condition,  as  it  is  an- 
tagonistic to  body  nicotinic  acid. 

The  exhibits  included  plaster  models 
and  photographs  to  illustrating  explana- 
tory texts.  A  drug  reaction  eruption  was 
defined  as  "  an  abnormal  process  occur- 
ring in  the  skin  and  mucosas  as  a  re- 
sult of  contact  with  a  drug  or  the  pro- 
ducts of  its  action  distributed  in  the 
general  circulation."  It  was  caused 
primarily  by  the  pharmacology  of  the 
drug,  the  severity  of  the  skin  reaction 
being  proportional  to  the  dose.  Sus- 
ceptibility is  universal,  but  there  is  con- 
siderable variation  in  the  intensity  and 
form  of  reaction.  Experience  has  shown 
that  regression  of  the  symptoms  is 
brought  about  by  reducing  the  dosage, 
giving  immunity  against  recurrence  if 
the  dose  is  kept  sufficiently  low.  There 
is  a  limit  to  the  number  of  different 
reactions  the  skin  can  show.  The  same 
drug  may  produce  differing  skin  reac- 
tions in  different  patients,  or  a  num- 
ber of  patients  may  exhibit  an  identi- 
cal reaction  to  different  drugs. 


The  following  classification  was 
made  of  drug  mechanisms,  the  basis  of 
the  divisions  being  the  specific  localised 
and  general  drug  effects. 

Biotropism:  Release  of  a  toxin  as  a 
result  of  the  action  of  the  drug  at  the 
diseased  site  or  alternatively  from  a  latent 
focus  of  infection. 

Hapten  theory  :  The  theory  that  libera- 
ted tissue  protein  at  a  damaged  site  acts 
as  an  auxiliary  antigen,  conjugating  with 
the  "  hapten  "  (the  drug  in  use)  to  form 
a  complete  antigen. 

Arthus  phenomenon:"  Skin  haemorrhage 
and  necrosis  resulting  from  repeated  sub- 
cutaneous antigen  injections  giving  rise  to 
local  reactions. 

Herxheimer  Reaction:  An  effect  usu- 
ally associated  with  the  penicillin  treatment 
of  syphilis  and  brought  about  by  the  ur- 
gent requirement  to  dispose  of  a  large 
amount  of  protein  (arising  from  the 
destruction  of  the  treponomata  in  the 
blood),  the  result  being  an  exacerbation 
of  cutaneous  lesions. 

Photosensitivity:  A  sensitisation  of 
the  skin  by  the  sulphonamides  and  chlor- 
promazine so  that  exposure  to  light  pro- 
motes a  skin  eruption. 

Hypersensitive  Angiitis:  A  condition 
associated  with  the  administration  of  sul- 
phonamides, thiouracil,  penicillin,  organic 
arsenicals  or  aspirin. 

Crossed  and  Group  Allergies:  Cer- 
tain conditions  created  by  the  sulphona- 
mides, the  sulphones,  local  anaesthetics, 
paraphenylenediamine,  chlorpromazine  and 
phenergan.

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AN  UNSCRIPTED  COMMENTARY  ON  THE 
SPECIAL  PROBLEMS  OF  THE  PHARMACIST 
IN  RETAIL  PRACTICE 

E.  C.  TENNER 


;  t  |  1HE  Team  had  little  doubt  that  in  America  retailing 
was  universally  accepted  as  of  paramount  importance 
in  the  chain  of  production.  This  is  an  attitude  which 
might  well  receive  greater  attention  from  the  responsible 
authorities  in  Britain.  It  serves  to  emphasise  once  again 
that,  however  attractive  the  product  may  be,  it  must  be  well 
marketed  and  effectively  sold  at  the  final  stage,  the  retail 
shop  or  store,  and  that  the  charge  for  this  service  is  in 
fact  part  of  the  total  cost  of  the  article."  The  italics  are 
mine  but  the  quotation  is  from  the  "  Retailing  "  reporl  of  a 
Productivity  Team  of  British  Retailers  which  visited  the 
United  States  in  1952. 

Relevant  Factors 

The  cost  of  retailing  varies  from  one  shop  to  another  and 
is  not  by  itself  a  measure  of  efficiency.  It  must  be  con- 
sidered together  with  the  value  and  volume  of  sales,  but  it 
must  be  much  higher  in  a  chemist's  shop  only  because  the 
chemist  is  such  an  expensive  salesman.  It  was  snowing  a 
blizzard  and  I  was  watching  an  articulated  lorry  unloading 
hundredweights  of  sugar  into  a  self-service  cut-price  gro- 
cer's shop.  I  need  a  hundredweight  myself  for  syrup  mak- 
ing; at  the  cut-price  shop  I  can  buy  it  at  a  lower  price  than 
from  my  wholesaler.  By  so  doing  I  could  offset  part  of  the 
increased  National  Insurance  contributions  or  the  increased 
telephone  charges  I  must  pay.  It  seems  that  difficult  matters 
of  principle  are  involved,  but  it  is  really  a  simple  question 
of  priorities. 

As  an  efficient  retailer  it  is  in  my  interest  to  attain  the 
highest  possible  turnover  and  volume  of  trade  without  in- 
creasing my  costs  and,  if  possible,  without  reducing  my 
margin  of  net  profit.  To  do  this — and  especially  in  the 
present  difficult  economic  circumstances — my  price  policy 
must  be  the  right  one.  I  must,  because  my  costs  are  higher, 
charge  the  highest  prices  that  will  still  attract  customers, 
and  I  must  buy  as  cheaply  as  I  can  and  still  maintain  the 
highest  standards  of  excellence.  As  an  efficient  consumer 
my  interest  is  much  simpler :  it  is  to  buy  what  I  want  at  the 
lowest  possible  price.  When  other  things  are  equal  I  should 
always  choose  to  buy  an  identical  article  at  a  lower  price 
where  it  is  offered.  Of  course,  according  to  my  greater  or 
lesser  personal  prosperity  those  "  other  things "  such  as 
quality,  availability,  convenience  and  service  will  have  a 
greater  or  lesser  influence  upon  my  choice,  but  in  modern 
times  of  economic  stringency  there  are  very,  very  few 
consumers  who  can  ignore  price  differences. 

The  consumer  always  puts  his  own  interest  first,  and  if 
the  retailer  is  to  increase  his  productivity  (his  turnover 
and  net  profit)  he  must  give  the  consumer's  interest  first 
priority.  It  need  not  be  antagonistic  to  his  own.  Success  will 
go  to  the  retailer  who  bestirs  himself  to  see  that  his  prices 
are  always  competitive  and  that  through  them  he  competes 
for  every  class  of  consumer. 

In  the  Public  Interest 

It  has  often  been  shown  that,  for  divers  reasons,  the 
maintenance  of  fair  retail  prices  for  proprietary  articles  is  in 
the  public  interest  as  well  as  that  of  the  maintainers.  and 
it  is  no  part  of  my  contention  that  there  ought  to  be  any 
cutting  of  maintained  prices.  I  believe  that  retail  pharmacy 
is  particularly  fortunate  in  that  prices  are  actively  and 


legally  maintained  in  such  a  large  area  of  its  field.  The 
Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association  has  established  its 
principles  and  its  integrity,  but  it  must  be  continually  more 
and  more  vigilant  that  all  its  maintained  prices  are  no  more 
than  fair;  fair  to  the  manufacturer,  fair  to  the  wholesaler, 
fair  to  the  retailer  as  well  as  fair  to  the  consumer.  As  a 
retailer,  and  primarily  concerned  with  what  the  consumer 
pays  for  P.A.T.A.  articles,  I  would  welcome  all  the  evidence 
that  could  be  given  to  me  that  the  manufacturer  does  indeed 
always  take  only  a  fair  price  at  the  source  and  that  adequate 
urgent  consideration  is  given  to  the  very  necessary  extension 
of  the  retailer's  profit  margin.  It  would  not  be  difficult  in 
this  respect  to  assume  that  margins  that  were  fixed  to  meet 
conditions  existing  forty  years  ago  are  still  regarded  as 
ample  and  generous  by  the  manufacturers,  and  thai  the 
P.A.T.A.'s  retail  section  of  the  Association  rarely,  if  ever, 
attempts  to  establish  a  more  realistic  climate  of  opinion.  It 
is  in  selling  in  this  field  of  price-maintained  proprietary 
goods  that  there  is  great  need  for  the  exercise  of  enterprise 
in  the  matters  of  availability,  convenience  and  service  to 
attract  the  customers. 

The  area  in  our  field  that  is  non-price-maintained  is  an- 
nually decreasing,  but  there  is  still  plenty  of  scope  for 
engaging  in  competition  for  the  sale  of  non-proprietary 
goods  at  prices  that  attract  that  class  of  customer  who. 
from  dire  need,  or  simply  from  inclination,  will  take  great 
pains  and  go  a  long  way  to  save  money.  Many  chemists 
have  already  discovered  those  customers  and  now,  when 
net  profit  depends  so  much  upon  increased  turnover,  few 
chemists  can  afford  to  ignore  them.  Our  "  multiple  "  com- 
petitors have  long  known  all  about  that  market.  They  have 
fostered  it  with  great  success;  now  our  own  National  Phar- 
maceutical Union  is  taking  the  unprecedented  and  progres- 
sive step  of  helping  each  of  us  to  start  this  sort  of  business 
too.  making  it  possible  for  us  to  give  our  customers  what 
they  want  at  prices  that  will  be  attractive. 

Organising  for  Higher  Efficiency 

In  order  to  sell  non-proprietary  lines  at  competitive  prices 
it  is  necessary  to  organise  our  business  for  a  much  higher 
degree  of  efficiency  than  may  have  sufficed  for  us  in  the 
past.  Profit  margins  can  only  be  successfully  lowered  if  turn- 
over is  greatly  increased  and  costs  are  pegged  or  reduced. 
There  are  those  among  us  who  are  so  fortunately  placed 
in  "  wealthy  "  areas  or  in  "  unopposed  "  positions  that  until 
now  they  have  never  considered  the  aspects  I  have  outlined. 
But  even  those  sheltered  few  will,  I  feel  sure,  be  most 
agreeably  surprised  by  the  volume  of  increase  in  their  busi- 
ness that  would  result  from  tapping  a  fresh  market. 

Having  had  a  scientific  education  I  enjoy  asking  questions 
about  things  that  lots  of  people  consider  finally  settled  and 
sacrosanct.  Try  these  yourself : 

Do  I  ever  analyse  the  value  of  the  price-maintained  goods 
I  offer  to  the  public'.' 

Do  I  get  a  wide  enough  margin  of  retail  profit  on  those 
goods  to  cover  my  increased  costs  of  selling  them? 

How  attractive  and  serviceable  is  my  business  to  my  cus- 
tomers? Do  I  ever  adopt  a  "  take  it  or  leave  it  "  attitude? 

Are  my  prices  competitive?  Am  I  ignoring  any  important 
demands? 

Dare  I  be  bothered  to  mind  my  own  business? 
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PHARMACEUTICALS  IN  CANADA 

Huge  sums  spent  on  propaganda  by  U.S.  firms 


A  MARKET  digest  prepared  by  the 
United  Kingdom  Trade  Commissioner 
Service  in  Canada  on  the  marketing 
of  patent  or  proprietary  medicines,  pre- 
scription drugs  and  pharmaceuticals  to 
physicians,  hospitals  and  pharmacists 
in  that  country  has  been  issued  by  the 
Export  Services  Branch  of  the  Board 
of  Trade.  The  report  (thirty-two  fools- 
cap pages),  states  that  Canadian  annual 
retail  drug  sales  are  about  $300  millions 
and  indications  are  that  that  will  grow 
rapidly  with  increasing  population  and 
health  consciousness.  A  highly  devel- 
oped Canadian  medicinal  and  pharma- 
ceutical industry  has  an  annual  produc- 
tion of  gross  value  above  $100  millions. 
The  industry  is  mostly  in  the  hands  of 
Canadian  subsidiaries  of  very  large 
United  States  concerns  who  spend 
"  fantastic  "  sums  in  research,  advertis- 
ing, detailing  and  sampling. 

Annual  Canadian  imports  are  about 
$15  millions,  with  the  United  States 
obtaining  80  per  cent,  of  the  total  and 
the  United  Kingdom  but  10  per  cent. 
About  twelve  large  United  Kingdom 
firms  have  found  it  desirable  to  sell 
through  manufacturing  branches  in 
Canada  and  three  are  now  quite  suc- 
cessful. Generally  speaking,  however, 
the  United  Kingdom  effort  in  Canada 
has  not  been  strong.  Discounts  and 
mark-ups  are  much  higher  than  those 
in  the  United  Kingdom  as  are  distri- 
bution and  selling  costs. 

United  Kingdom  products  generally 
are  competitive  in  price  and  quality 
but  are  unknown  and  only  intense  pro- 
motion and  selling  will  obtain  sales 
volume  in  Canada. 

Wholesalers  and  Retailers 

There  are  close  to  5,000  drug  stores 
in  Canada  (not  all  of  which  are  phar- 
macies), serviced  by  well  over  100 
wholesale  drug  houses.  Most  of  the 
wholesalers  are,  however,  fairly  small 
local  operations  and  a  feature  of  drug 
store  trade  in  Ontario,  Quebec  and  the 
Prairie  Provinces  is  the  strength  of 
druggist-owned  co-operative  whole- 
salers. There  are  six  fully  co-operative 
drug  wholesaler  concerns :  —  Drug 
Trading,  Ltd.,  Toronto;  Pharmacie 
Moderne  Inc.  en  Gros,  Montreal ;  Phar- 
macies Universelles,  Ltee.,  Montreal; 
Dale  Laboratories  Inc.,  Montreal; 
Sorex,  Ltee.,  Quebec  City;  and  North 
West  Drug  Co-operative,  Ltd.,  Edmon- 
ton. In  addition,  two  subsidiary  com- 
panies controlled  by  National  Drug 
and  Chemical  Co.,  Ltd.,  of  Montreal, 
are  semi  -  co  -  operative: —  National 
Drugs,  Ltd.,  Winnipeg.  Regina  and 
Saskatoon;  and  Alberta  National  Drug 
Co.,  Ltd.,  Calgary  and  Edmonton. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  foregoing 
wholesalers  undertake  between  60  per 
cent,  and  70  per  cent,  of  wholesale 
trading  in  Ontario,  between  50  per  cent, 
and  60  per  cent,  in  Quebec  and  as  much 
as  80  per  cent,  in  the  Prairie  Provinces. 
National  Drug  &  Chemical  Co.  of 
Canada,  Ltd.,  formed  by  an  amalgama- 
tion in  1906,  has  become  by  a  process 
of  expansion  and  further  amalgama- 
tion the  most  powerful  single  organ- 


isation in  the  trade,  operating  sixteen 
wholesale  houses  across  Canada  and  a 
separate  agency  division,  Laurentian 
Agencies,  Ltd. 

Over  200  factories  in  Canada  are 
engaged  chiefly  in  making  "  patent " 
and  proprietary  medicines,  pharmaceu- 
ticals and  similar  commodities. 

Plants  in  Ontario  accounted  for  49 
per  cent,  of  Canadian  output  (1955) 
and  those  in  Quebec  for  48  per  cent. 

The  Main  Competitors 

There  are  many  Canadian  branch 
plants  of  U.S.  companies;  the  main 
purely  Canadian  manufacturers  are:  — 
Charles  E.  Frosst  &  Co.,  Montreal; 
National  Drug  &  Chemical  Co.  of 
Canada,  Ltd.,  Montreal;  Nichols 
Chemical  Co.,  Ltd.,  Montreal;  Henry 
K.  Wampole  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Perth. 
Ontario. 

Both  the  Canadian  Government  and 
the  Ontario  Government  heavily  sup- 
port Connaught  Medical  Research 
Laboratories  (of  the  University  of 
Toronto)  which  produces  a  wide  range 
of  serums,  vaccines,  toxoids,  glandular 
products,  penicillin  preparations  and 
bottled  media.  The  organisation  is  non- 
profit making  and  as  a  public  service 
its  products  are  offered  at  cost  to  drug- 
gists (who,  of  course,  impose  their 
usual  mark-ups). 

In  Canada  registered  professional 
personnel  now  includes  over  17.000 
physicians  and  surgeons,  more  than 
5,400  dentists  and  at  least  8,000  phar- 
macists (operating  4,800  pharmacies). 

Dispensing  by  medical  practitioners 
is  almost  unknown.  There  has  been  a 
great  increase  in  the  use  of  specialities 
in  recent  years  and  even  hospitals  now 
dispense  little.  One  estimate  is  that 
over  80  per  cent,  of  hospital  drug  and 
medicine  purchases  is  in  the  form  of 
specialities. 

Bottles  and  jars  with  screw  tops 
continue  in  favour  for  all  kinds  of 
medicine  and  for  the  most  part  are 
placed  in  cartons  for  protection  against 
breakage.  However,  great  inroads  are 
being  made  by  plastic  vials.  Consumer 
preference  is  said  to  be  as  follows:  — 
Ointments — jars  first,  tubes  second 
(only  for  easily  extrudable  products); 
powders  and  granules — bottles,  plastic 
vials,  tins  in  that  order;  tablets — 
bottles,  plastic  vials. 

Cartons  are  not  favoured  as  con- 
tainers for  powder,  granules  or  tablets. 
There  is  considerable  use  of  colour, 
interesting  printed  designs  and  trans- 
parent film  on  cartons  containing 
bottles  of  proprietary  medicines.  Many 
medical  products  produced  in  Canada 
now  regularly  carry  French  and  Eng- 
lish texts  on  both  package  and  bottle. 

Distributors  generally,  though  not 
uniformly,  adhere  to  a  "  suggested  re- 
tail list  price,"  from  which  varying  dis- 
counts are  offered. 

The  following  percentages  may  be 
taken  as  representative  of  prevailing 
discounts :  — • 

Manufacturer  to  wholesaler — list  less  40 

and  less  16f  to  20 
Manufacturer  to  retailer — list  less  40  to  46 


Manufacturer  to  physician— list  less  (aver- 
age) 33| 

Wholesaler  to  hospital— list  less  40 
Wholesaler  to  retailer— list  less  40  to  46 
Retailer  to  physician — list  less  25 

Drug  manufacturers  (or  their  agents) 
generally  sell  on  net  thirty-day  terms; 
some  manufacturers  offer  1  per  cent 
for  ten-day  terms.  Drug  wholesalers 
generally  sell  on  a  net.  fifteen-day  basis 

Outright  purchase  is  favoured  by 
most  agents  representing  United  States 
or  United  Kingdom  principals.  The 
agent  then  marks  up  his  cost  by  one- 
third  (to  obtain  25  per  cent,  of  the 
selling  price  to  his  customer).  Com- 
mission basis  is  infrequent  and  not 
favoured  by  agents,  but  where  it  is  in 
operation,  the  United  Kingdom  prin- 
cipal supplies  the  Canadian  customer 
direct,  remitting  from  171  to  221  per 
cent,  of  the  selling  price  to  the  Cana- 
dian agents.  Carriage  is  usually  paid  on 
shipments  invoiced  to  the  value  of  $50 
net  or  more. 

It  is  estimated  that  80  per  cent,  of 
all  pharmaceutical  preparations  sold  in 
Canada  are  available,  with  slight  vari- 

at'i°KS'  fr0m  each  maj°r  pharmaceuti- 
cal house.  Intense  competition  results 
and  the  expenditure  by  manufacturers 
ol  huge  sums  on  advertising,  detailing 
and  sampling.  The  natural  result  is 
high  selling  costs  and  a  level  of  retail 
prices  much  higher  than  that  prevail- 
ing in  the  United  Kingdom— a  matter 
or  relatively  small  moment  since 
Canadians  are  willing  to  pay  them. 

More  Self-Service  Stores 

The  next  few  <years  are  likely  to  see 
the  development  of  more  drug  stores 
run  on  self-service  lines — at  any  rate 
m  the  larger  centres— while  the  retail 
grocery  stores  are  already  handling  in- 
creasing numbers  of  medical  prepara- 
tions. The  demand  for  pharmaceuticals 
prescribed  by  physicians  and  used  in 
hospitals  is  created  by  advertising 
aimed  at  the  medical  profession.  To 
create  that  demand  it  is  necessary  to 
have  well-qualified  representatives  call- 
ing frequently  on  physicians  (estimated 
daily  cost  per  salesman— five  calls  at 
$7  each)  and  hospitals,  supply  a  con- 
stant stream  of  well-designed  advertis- 
ing literature,  distribute  samples  widely 
and  generously,  advertise  extensively 
in  medical  and  trade  papers,  and  par- 
ticipate occasionally  in  exhibitions. 

To  market  United  Kingdom  drugs 
and  medicines  successfully  in  Canada 
the  performance  of  Canadian  and 
United  States  manufacturers  on  regu- 
lar delivery  and  ready  availability  must 
be  matched.  Stocks  must  be  maintained 
in  Canada,  preferably  in  several 
regional  centres.  North  American 
methods,  psychology  and  ethical  stan- 
dards are  very  different  from  those  in 
the  United  Kingdom,  consequently 
Canadian  branches  of  United  Kingdom 
concerns  often  find  that  the  parents' 
products  must  be  modified  to  suit  the 
demand.  The  most  successful  United 
Kingdom  enterprises  have  been  those 
in  which  the  Canadian  branch  has 
been  allowed  wide  freedom  of  action.

Never,  probably,  has  there  been  any  period  in  history 
comparable  with  the  present  in  the  intensity  of  feelings 
of  national  pride  and  nationalistic  aspirations  in  com- 
munities. That  observation  applies  equally  in  the  rela- 
tions of  the  United  Kingdom  to  her  neighbours  and 
in  the  relations  between  the  nations  that  make  up  the 
United  Kingdom  itself.  National  pride  is  a  good  thing. 
Every  nation,  however  small,  is  possessed  of  a  history 
and  tradition.  When  two  or  more  countries  unite,  the 
larger  and  more  dominant  partner  is  wise  if  she  makes 
it  an  inviolable  rule  to  give  full  consideration  to  the 
feelings  of  the  smaller  (though  not  necessarily  minor) 
member  of  the  partnership.  Lack  of  consideration  has, 
as  the  pages  of  history  amply  demonstrate,  led  to 
troubles  which  a  little  thought  and  foresight  could  have 
obviated.  We  do  well  to  remind  ourselves  of  those 
fundamentals  whenever  there  is  evidence  of  a  display  of 
feeling,  and  it  is  important,  when  such  feeling  is  ex- 
pressed, to  examine  the  cause,  with  a  view  to  ascertaining 
whether,  by  a  little  more  thought,  friction  could  be 
avoided  in  the  future. 

Our  reason  for  expressing  anxiety  is  that  there  would 
appear  to  be  a  feeling  of  grievance  in  Scotland  at  the 
present  time.  In  saying  that  we  do  not  refer  to  any 
Scottish  Nationalist  political  movement,  but  to  pharm- 
acy north  of  the  Border.  It  will  have  been  noted  that 
a  former  member  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  has  been  campaigning  for  a  separate  society 
for  Scotland,  with  what  success  it  is  difficult  to  assess. 
Again,  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Executive  of  the  Scottish 
Department  has  gone  on  record  (C.  &  D .,  February  22, 
p.  197)  with  a  strong  protest  at  the  short  time  pro- 
vided by  the  Council  for  obtaining  the  views  of  that 
Executive  in  the  matter  of  the  draft  examination  regu- 
'  lations.  It  may  be  argued  that  the  whole  question  be- 
came rushed  at  the  last  minute.  But  was  full  opportunity 
taken  to  consult  the  Executive  at  the  earliest  possible 
moment?  And  if  not,  are  the  Council  and  the  officers 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  not  endangering  the  good 
feeling  of  members,  whether  individually  or  as  a 
Department,  which  is  essential  to  a  strong  and  united 
Society? 

Jacob  Bell,  on  a  missionary  visit  to  Scotland  over 
one  hundred  years  ago,  found  the  Scots  divided  in  the 
matter  of  a  Pharmaceutical  Society  for  Great  Britain, 
some  favouring  a  separate  body  in  Scotland.  By  states- 
manship and  compromise  Bell  succeeded  in  making 
one  united  Society,  realising  the  advantages  to  both 
countries  of  such  an  arrangement.  He  was  ready  to 


meet  the  proposals  of  the  Scots  in  order  to  gain  his 
objective,  and  that  included  setting  up  a  board  of 
examiners  in  Scotland. 

Has  it  become  no  longer  necessary  to  defer  to  Scot- 
tish opinion?  For  our  part  we  believe  that  the  utmost 
care  should  still,  and  always,  be  taken  in  London  to 
consult  the  Executive  in  Edinburgh  in  matters  of  this 
kind.  Scotland  has  stood  for  high  standards  profession- 
ally and  ethically  where  pharmacy  is  concerned,  and 
there  would  be  everything  to  lose  and  nothing  to  gain 
if  the  Council  displayed  an  attitude  of  "  we  know  best  " 
in  its  dealings  with  the  Executive. 

"  Mythical "  Estimates  and 
Valid  Comparisons 

A  leader  in  The  Times  of  February  28  explains  the 
"  misleading  nature  of  the  myth  "  that,  when  intro- 
duced, the  National  Health  Service  was  expected  to 
cost  a  total  of  £175  millions  a  year — the  figure  quoted 
recently  by  Mr.  Heathcoat  Amory  (Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer)  and  Mr.  Simon  (Financial  Secretary  to  the 
Treasury).  The  Health  Services  Bill,  published  in  March 
1946  and  probably  prepared  late  in  1945,  it  is  stated, 
estimated  gross  cost  at  £175  millions,  but  that  figure 
suggested  that  it  must  have  been  computed  with  pre-war 
prices  and  costs  in  mind.  "  The  Bill's  financial  memor- 
andum, moreover,"  stated  the  leader,  "  stressed  the 
tentative  nature  of  the  estimate.  '  With  so  many  un- 
known factors,  any  estimate  of  the  cost  of  the  new  ser- 
vice is  necessarily  conjectural.'  In  particular,  '  scales  of 
salaries  and  payments  '  for  doctors,  dentists,  opticians, 
and  chemists  '  have  not  yet  been  settled.'  ...  By  the 
time  the  service  was  ready  for  launching,  the  probable 
gross  cost — estimated  in  pounds  of  1948,  not  of  1945 
or  1939 — was  put  at  about  £203  millions  for  the  first 
nine  months  from  July  1948,  equivalent  to  an  annual 
outlay  of  £270  millions.  This  figure,  like  the  earlier 
guess  of  £175  millions,  excluded  certain  public  services, 
like  Ministry  of  Pensions  hospitals,  which  were  not  then 
charged  to  the  health  service  account  but  have  since 
been  transferred  to  it.  Including  them,  the  real  estimated 
annual  figure  at  the  time  when  the  service  was  launched 
was  about  £275  millions,  while  the  actual  gross  cost 
(annual  rate)  turned  out  to  be  £386  millions — 40  per 
cent,  more  than  expected.  These  are  the  figures,  not  the 
£175  millions  guessed  in  1945,  that  are  properly  com- 
parable with  the  probable  gross  cost  of  £705  millions 
for  1957-58  and  of  £740  millions  estimated  for  1958- 
59.  The  1958-59  total,  adjusted  for  price  changes,  repre- 
sents a  real  increase  of  roughly  a  quarter  over  the  rate 
of  outlay  in  1948-49.  The  correct  figures  tell  a  tale 
which  is  startling  enough  without  embroidery."  So 
comments  The  Times. 

We  could  not  agree  more  about  the  inadequate  basis 
of  the  computation  of  £175  millions  arrived  at  in  late 
1945.  We  might  not,  perhaps,  agree  so  strongly 
with  the  "  startling  enough  "  description  of  the  "  real  " 
increase  in  1958-59  total  over  the  rate  of  outlay  in 
1948-49.  While  not  necessarily  disagreeing  either,  we 
should  like  to  be  put  in  possession  of  other  figures  that 
would  show  the  man-hours  lost  to  production  and  in- 
dustry through  ill-health  in  1948-49  and  in  an  equal 
period  today.  It  is  just  possible  that  other  such  figures 
legitimately  taken  into  account  would  still  further  re- 
duce the  differential,  even  to  the  extent — who  knows? 
— of  showing  a  credit  balance  for  the  Welfare  State. 
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NEW  BOOKS 

Biochemistry  of  Some  Peptide  and  Steroid  Antibiotics 

E.  P.  Abraham.  Chapman  and  Hall,  37  Essex  Street, 
London,  W.C.2.  7|  X  5i  in.  Pp.  xi  +  96  .  24s. 
The  steroid  chemical  structure  appears  to  have  been  the 
spawning  point  of  a  host  of  potent  drugs  and  chemicals. 
It  is  probably  for  that  reason  that  cephalosporins  are  of 
particular  interest.  The  chemistry  of  those  compounds  is. 
however,  not  so  simple,  as  one  of  the  cephalosporins  is 
essentially  a  peptide,  bearing  a  relationship  to  penicillin. 
The  bacitracins  (the  other  main  antibiotic  group  dealt  with 
in  this  book)  are  sulphur-containing  polypeptides.  Though 
small,  the  volume  represents  a  valuable  introduction  to  the 
chemistry  and  biochemistry  of  recent  antibiotics. 


Disinfectants:  Their  Values  and  Uses 

W.  E.  finch.  Chapman  &  Hall,  37  Essex  Street,  Lon- 
don, W.C.2.  8|  x  5i  in.  Plates  xiv.  Pp.  188.  30s. 
Professor  Berry,  an  acknowledged  expert  on  the  subject 
of  disinfectants,  has  contributed  a  foreword  to  this  compact 
survey  of  their  values  and  uses.  The  book's  chapters  are 
arranged  in  a  logical  sequence  under  which  the  principles 
of  formulation  are  provided  early  in  the  volume,  and  the 
later  chapters  are  devoted  to  specific  groups  of  compounds. 
Physicochemical,  bacteriological  and  other  terms  are  in- 
cluded in  a  glossary,  though  most  pharmacists  will  already 
be  familiar  with  the  use  of  the  terms.  The  index  is  exten- 
sive and  the  literature  references  valuable  in  signposting  the 
reader  to  the  widely  dispersed  published  work  on  the 
subject. 


PHARMACEUTICAL    SOCIETY    OF    GREAT  BRITAIN 

AMENDED  EXAMINATION  REGULATIONS 

Bid  for  uniformity  in  practical  training 


THE  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  at  its 
meeting  on  March  4  and  5.  approved  a  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Education  Committee  that  the  regulations 
for  the  Pharmaceutical  Chemist  Qualifying  examination 
for  persons  registered  before  March  1  should  be  amended 
to  bring  them  into  line  with  those  for  persons  registered 
after  that  date  in  respect  of  articled  pupilage,  approval  of 
premises  for  practical  training,  and  evidence  required  in 
respect  of  such  training  (see  C.  &  D.,  February  22.  p.  194). 
A  copy  of  the  resolution  and  the  alterations  based  on  it  is 
being  submitted  for  Privy  Council  approval. 

Teachers'  Syllabuses 

The  comments  of  the  Executive  of  the  Scottish  Depart- 
ment on  the  draft  detailed  teachers'  syllabuses  for  the 
three-year  course  were  received,  and  certain  amendments 
made.  The  amended  syllabuses,  which  will  form  the  basis 
of  those  which  are  to  be  published  in  the  regulations,  were 
approved. 

The  Council  approved  the  Education  Committee's  recom- 
mendation to  inform  the  Leeds  education  authority  that 
the  Ministry  of  Education  was  being  advised  that  the  Coun- 
cil considered  it  desirable  for  a  further  fifty  places  to  be 
made  available  for  the  teaching  of  pharmaceutical  students 
in  Leeds,  and  that  the  Ministry's  attention  was  being  drawn 
to  the  opportunity  for  providing  such  accommodation  at 
the  Technical  College. 

Recommendations  for  the  appointment  of  additional 
members  of  the  board  of  examiners  for  England  and 
Wales,  and  for  Scotland,  for  1958,  were  approved  and  sub- 
mitted for  Privy  Council  approval. 

The  Council  approved  a  recommendation  of  the  Educa- 
tion Committee  suggesting,  at  the  request  of  the  College, 
the  names  of  persons  who  might  be  appointed  to  act  as 
visiting  examiners  for  the  College  diploma  in  pharmacy. 

A  special  committee  was  appointed  to  make  arrangements 
for  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  display  at  the  National 
Education  and  Careers  Exhibition,  1959. 

The  President  reported  with  regret  the  deaths  of  Mr. 
Arthur  Sugden,  Aldeburgh  (a  member  of  the  Society's 
Statutory  Committee,  1934-49)  and  Mr.  A.  E.  Hobbs,  Tun- 
bridge  Wells  (a  member  of  Council,  1906-11). 

Evening  Meetings  in  London 

When  a  letter  from  the  Harrow  and  District  Branch  of 
the  Society — asking  that  efforts  should  be  made  to  hold 
evening  meetings  of  the  Society  again  in  London — was 
considered,  it  was  recalled  that,  at  the  August  meeting  of 
the  Council  in  1956,  a  decision  had  been  taken  to  discon- 
tinue evening  meetings  in  the  form  that  they  had  taken  up 
to  that  time,  and  that  the  possibility  of  arranging  meetings 
of  another  type  in  the  future  would  be  considered.  It  was 
agreed  to  inform  the  Harrow  Branch  that  the  matter  had 
not  been  overlooked. 


It  was  noted  that  the  title  of  professor  of  pharmacology 
had  been  conferred  upon  Dr.  G.  Brownlee  (editor,  Journal 
of  Pharmacy  and  Pharmacology)  in  respect  of  his  post  at 
King's  College,  University  of  London.  A  letter  of  con- 
gratulations is  being  sent  to  Professor  Brownlee. 

The  Council  received  the  annual  report  of  the  chairman 
of  the  Statutory  Committee  and  authorised  its  publication 
at  the  same  time  as  the  annual  report  of  the  Council. 

Benevolent  Fund 

The  Benevolent  Fund  and  War  Aid  Committee's  report 
showed  that  grants  amounting  to  £211,  plus  £50  from  the 
War  Aid  Fund,  were  made  to  six  widows,  one  member 
and  a  dependant  of  a  member.  Recommendations  were  ap- 
proved for  grants  in  ten  other  cases,  including  six  widows, 
amounting  to  £1,481.  One  application  for  assistance  was 
deferred.  The  receipt  was  reported  of  a  legacy  of  £1,461 
from  the  late  Miss  D.  M.  Parry  (daughter  of  a  former  presi- 
dent of  the  Society).  Mr.  Heseltine  (chairman)  reported  to 
the  Committee  an  offer  from  Mr.  Alexander  Wilson, 
Newcastle-on-Tyne,  to  sell  autographed  copies  of  his  play 
"  The  Wick  and  the  Wax  "  for  6s.  each  and  to  contribute 
to  the  Benevolent  Fund  2s.  for  each  further  copy  sold.  The 
Council  approved  the  Committee's  recommendation  to  ac- 
cept the  offer. 

Birdsgrove  House 

After  considering  the  heavy  increase  in  the  costs  of  the 
convalescent  home  in  the  past  four  years,  the  Council  ap- 
proved a  recommendation  that  the  amount  to  be  donated 
by  guests  should  be  at  the  rate  of  £3  3s.  a  week  from  May  1, 
instead  of  £1  lis.  6d.  It  was  agreed  that  in  future  all  appli- 
cations to  stay  at  Birdsgrove  House  should  be  made  to  the 
secretary  in  London.  The  progress  of  arrangements  for  the 
installation  of  a  lift,  the  extension  of  the  central  heating 
system,  and  the  provision  of  accommodation  for  cars  was 
reported.  It  was  agreed  that  work  on  the  lift  should  be  done 
early  in  September,  so  that  the  upper  rooms  could  continue 
to  be  used  throughout  the  summer.  It  was  expected  that  the 
lift  would  be  in  operation  by  the  end  of  April  1959. 

A  request  from  the  Harrogate  Branch  of  the  Society  to 
visit  Birdsgrove  House  on  August  10  was  granted. 

Presenting  the  list  of  special  contributions  Mr.  Heseltine 
said  that  a  great  many  people  worked  hard  to  help  the 
Benevolent  Fund,  but  he  felt  that  he  must  call  special 
attention  to  the  efforts  of  a  very  small  branch,  Aberdare 
and  Merthyr,  in  contributing  year  by  year  £50  to  the  Bene- 
volent Fund  and  £25  to  the  Birdsgrove  House  Fund. 
Norwich,  which  had  given  £40,  was  another  small  branch 
to  which  the  Council  owed  a  special  debt  of  gratitude. 

Pharmaceutical  Education  in  Nigeria 

An  invitation  was  reported  from  the  Principal  of  the 
Nigerian  College  of  Arts,  Science  and  Technology  for  the 
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appointment  of  representatives  to  attend  a  meeting  in 
Nigeria  to  discuss  the  development  of  the  pharmaceutical 
department  of  the  College  and  pharmaceutical  education  in 
Nigeria.  The  Council  approved  the  Education  Committee's 
recommendation  that  Mr.  D.  Hudson,  Professor  W.  H. 
Linnell  and  Mr.  F.  W.  Adams  should  be  asked  to  attend 
the  meeting  in  Nigeria. 

Appointment  of  Representatives 

The  Council  invited  the  president  to  accept  nominations 
to  serve  on  an  interdepartmental  committee  which  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  in  conjunction  with  the  Secretary  of 
State  for  Scotland,  and  in  consultation  with  the  Home 
Secretary,  had  decided  to  appoint  for  the  purpose  of  re- 
viewing the  advice  given  in  1926  by  the  departmental  com- 
mittee on  morphine  and  heroin  addiction,  and  of  consider- 
ing other  related  questions. 

Mr.  D.  W.  Hudson  (president),  Mr.  G.  H.  Hughes  (vice- 
president),  Messrs.  E.  A.  Brocklehurst,  and  H.  S.  Grainger. 
Professor  A.  D.  Macdonald,  Messrs.  H.  Steinman  and  F.  W. 
Adams  were  appointed  as  the  Society's  representatives  to 
the  General  Assembly  of  the  International  Pharmaceutical 
Federation  in  Brussels,  September  8-15.  Representatives  are 
being  appointed  to  attend  a  conference  to  consider  the 
conditions  of  employment  of  assistants-in-dispensing  in  hos- 
pital pharmaceutical  departments. 

Mr.  W.  Waterman,  a  nominee  of  the  Council,  has  been 
appointed  by  the  Ministry  of  Pensions  and  National  Insur- 


ance to  serve  on  the  National  Insurance  Acts  Local  Tribu- 
nals. Hounslow  area. 

The  president.  Professor  Macdonald,  Mr.  Maplethorpe. 
Dr.  K.  R.  Capper  and  the  secretary  and  registrar  are  to 
represent  the  Society  at  a  meeting  to  be  called  by  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia  Commission  to  discuss  further  the  problems 
arising  from  the  proposal  to  abandon  in  the  British  Phar- 
macopoeia the  apothecaries'  system  in  favour  of  the  metric. 

The  Society's  Laboratory 

The  report  of  Dr.  K.  R.  Capper  on  the  work  done  in 
the  Laboratory  during  the  second  half  of  1957  was  sub- 
mitted and  approved. 

It  was  agreed  to  alter  the  by-laws  so  that  the  secretary 
should  be  authorised  not  to  give  receipts  for  subscriptions 
and  other  monies  paid  in  by  cheque,  unless  a  receipt  was 
specifically  requested. 

The  Registers 

Three  former  members  of  the  Society  had  their  names 
restored  to  the  Register,  and  the  Council  approved  recom- 
mendations for  registration  under  reciprocity  agreements  of 
ten  persons. 

In  January  the  Society's  inspectors  and  agents  visited  988 
authorised  sellers,  222  listed  sellers,  and  318  drug  store  pro- 
prietors and  similar  traders.  Eight  cases  of  alleged  infringe- 
ments of  the  Pharmacy  Acts  were  considered  and  appro- 
priate action  taken. 
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Antihistamine  Drugs 

There  are  several  additional  antihistamine  drugs — anta- 
zoline  (Antistin  or  Histostab),  chlorcyclizine  (Histantin  or 
Diparalene),  diphenhydramine  (Benadryl)  and  pheninda- 
mine  (Thephorin).  The  recognition  of  the  first  two,  several 
years  after  their  introduction,  seems  to  indicate  a  change 
in  policy  on  the  part  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  Commission. 
Previously  only  one  or  two  of  the  most  active  members  of 
groups  of  drugs  have  been  included  in  the  Pharmacopoeia, 
leaving  the  Codex  to  provide  standards  for  the  wider  range 
of  drugs.  It  now  appears  that  the  Pharmacopoeia  is  to 
adopt  a  broader  basis  for  the  inclusion  of  drugs. 

Hormones  and  Derivatives 

The  continuing  interest  in  the  hormones  of  the  adrenal 
cortex  is  indicated  by  the  inclusion  of  hydrocortisone  and 
its  acetate  and  the  delta-dehydro  derivatives  of  cortisone 
and  hydrocortisone;  prednisone  and  prednisolone  and  their 
acetates.  Unfortunately  those  compounds  already  have  so 
many  trade  names  that  it  is  impossible  to  give  a  list  here. 

Thyroxine  sodium  returns  to  the  Pharmacopoeia  after 
being  omitted  from  the  1948  edition,  but  it  is  now  the 
laevo  salt  instead  of  the  racemic  mixture.  It  may  soon  be 
replaced  by  triiodothyronine,  which  has  a  more  rapid  and 
potent  action  in  myxoedema. 

Miscellaneous  Drugs 

Acetazolamide  (Diamox)  was  originally  introduced  as  an 
orally  active  non-mercurial  diuretic,  but  is  now  being  re- 
placed for  that  purpose  by  more  effective  compounds.  It  is. 
however,  still  used  in  the  treatment  of  some  cases  of 
epilepsy  and  glaucoma.  Aluminium  hydroxide  is  a  useful 
antacid  that  does  not  liberate  gas  and  cause  abdominal 
distension.  Procainamide  has  a  quinidine-like  action  and  is 
used  in  the  prevention  and  treatment  of  cardiac  arrhythmias. 
Menapthone  sodium  bisulphite  is  a  derivative  of  vitamin  K 
suitable  for  administration  as  an  aqueous  injection. 


Mustine  hydrochloride  (nitrogen  mustard)  is  the  first 
official  cytotoxic  agent  for  use  in  the  treatment  of  leuk- 
aemias. It  is  likely  to  be  the  forerunner  of  a  series  of  those 
drugs,  some  of  which  are  already  replacing  it,  as  they  are 
less  toxic  and  may  be  given  by  mouth,  whereas  mustine 
must  be  given  intravenously.  Dextran  injection  is  the  first 
official  example  of  a  plasma  substitute  since  the  omission  of 
injection  of  acacia  and  sodium  chloride  from  the  Pharma- 
copoeia. 

Pharmaceutical  Aids 

Ethylenediamine  hydrate  is  used  as  a  solubilising  and 
stabilising  agent  for  theophylline  in  aminophylline  injection, 
mannitol  as  an  excipient  for  glyceryl  trinitrate  in  tablets, 
and  propylene  glycol  as  a  useful  water-miscible  solvent  of 
low  toxicity  for  use  in  injections.  Several  drugs  are  more 
soluble  or  stable  in  propylene  glycol  than  in  water. 

Deletions 

Many  traditional  remedies  are  in  the  long  list  of  dele- 
tions. Some  of  them  are  household  remedies  such  as  Seid- 
litz  powders,  Gregory's  powder  and  liquorice  powder,  which 
will  no  doubt  continue  to  be  used.  There  will  be  contro- 
versy over  the  omission  of  bismuth  carbonate,  which  some 
prescribers  still  prefer  to  the  newer  antacids.  Other  deleted 
preparations  of  long  standing  are  arsenical  solution,  quassia, 
mercury  ointment,  strong  solutions  of  ammonium  acetate, 
and  tincture  of  digitalis.  Lamellae  disappear  completely,  and 
of  the  suppositories  only  those  of  glycerin  remain. 

The  following  deletions  are  somewhat  surprising,  how- 
ever. Ammonium  bicarbonate  is  still  popular  with  general 
practitioners  for  use  as  an  expectorant,  and  aromatic  chalk 
powder  is  most  useful  in  the  symptomatic  treatment  of 
diarrhoea.  Aromatic  spirit  of  ammonia  is  widely  used  as  a 
reflex  stimulant  in  fainting,  and  amyl  nitrite  is  used  both 
for  the  treatment  of  angina  pectoris  and  in  the  treatment 
of  cyanide  poisoning. 
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Compound  injection  of  sodium  chloride  (Ringers'  solu- 
tion) is  still  widely  used,  whilst  injections  of  bismuth  and 
ethyl  esters  of  hydrocarpus  oil  have  a  definite  though 
limited  use.  Some  anaesthetists  believe  that  hexobarbitone 
sodium  is  safer  than  thiopentone  sodium,  and  it  is  still 
extensively  used. 

Although  the  topical  use  of  penicillin  has  declined,  the 
deletion  of  the  cream  and  lozenges  seems  premature.  The 
emulsions  of  chloroform  and  peppermint  are  cheaper  and 
more  often  used  than  the  spirits,  which  are  retained. 

Bismuth  subgallate  remains  popular  as  an  astringent  in 
suppositories  for  haemorrhoids,  and  zinc  peroxide  is  useful 
for  the  local  treatment  of  anaerobic  infections.  Although 
mepacrine  is  now  seldom  used  for  malaria  it  is  coming  into 
use  for  the  eradication  of  tape  worms. 

All  the  organic  arsenicals  are  now  omitted.  Neoarsphen- 
amine  is  now  obsolete,  being  replaced  by  oxy-phenarsine 
but  the  latter  and  sulpharsphenamine  are  still  occasionally 
used.  Creosote  still  finds  considerable  use  in  cough  mixtures 
and  inhalations  and  in  dentistry. 

It  is  surprising  to  find  butyl  aminobenzoate  omitted, 
whilst  benzocaine  is  retained,  since  the  former  is  more 
potent.  The  omission  of  the  active  drug  methacholine  seems 
inconsistent  with  the  policy  adopted  as  already  mentioned, 
with  the  antihistamines. 

Other  active  drugs  omitted  which  are  still  used  are 
bromethol,  butacaine,  phenylbutazone  (Butazolidine)  and 
oil  of  chenopodium. 

There  will  be  few  regrets  for  the  following  drugs:  — 
Cinchophen,  which  is  toxic  to  the  liver;  the  inorganic  mer- 
curic chloride  and  oxycyanide,  which  are  obsolete;  and  the 
purgative  mercurous  chloride,  which  has  been  incriminated 
as  a  causative  factor  in  acrodynia.  Bismuth  salicylate  and 
boric  ointments  are  also  obsolete  and  virtually  inactive. 
Chloramine,  though  active,  is  now  seldom  used. 

The  anthelmintic  diphenan  has  been  replaced  by  more 
active  compounds,  and  carbon  tetrachloride  has  been  re- 
placed by  the  equally  effective  and  less  toxic  tetrachlor- 
ethylene.  Similarly  the  compounds  iodophthalein,  ortho- 
caine,  pamaquin  and  phenadoxone  are  all  superseded  by 
more  effective  drugs,  as  is  the  sclerosing  agent  injection  of 
quinine  and  urethane.  Sulphanilamide,  the  parent  substance 
of  the  sulphonamides,  and  sulphathiazole.  the  active  but 
toxic  derivative  is  also  omitted. 

Surprising  Retentions 

The  retention  of  some  of  the  monographs  is  rather  sur- 
prising. The  radiopaque  media  iodoxyi  and  pheniodol  are 
now  seldom  used,  as  more  efficient  and  less  toxic  agents 
are  available.  Bismuth  sodium  tartrate  is  practically  obso- 
lete, and  diencestrol,  though  active,  has  largely  been  aban- 
doned in  favour  of  more  effective  cestrogens.  Strychnine, 
which  was  previously  used  as  a  respiratory  stimulant  and 
tonic,  is  practically  never  used  for  the  former  purpose,  and 
its  tonic  value  is  regarded  as  being  very  doubtful.  The 
colchicum  preparations  have  almost  entirely  been  replaced 
by  the  pure  alkaloid  colchicine. 

The  retention  of  rhubarb,  presumably  for  tincture  of 
rhubarb,  does  not  seem  justified  in  view  of  the  deletion  of 
the  more  popular  "  Gregory's  powder."  The  carminative 
preparations  camphor  water,  dill,  caraway  and  coriander 
seem  out  of  place  in  a  modern  pharmacopoeia.  Presumably 
caraway  is  retained  because  of  its  use  in  compound  tincture 
of  cardamoms,  and  coriander  because  the  oil  is  an  ingre- 
dient of  elixir  of  cascara.  Cotton-seed  oil  and  sesame  oil 
hardly  seem  to  merit  retention. 

Alterations  in  Composition 

There  are  several  important  changes  in  composition. 
Adrenaline  solution  now  contains  chlorocresol  as  well  as 
chlorbutol.  The  monograph  for  belladonna  herb  does  not 
now  allow  the  presencs  of  Atropa  acuminata.  Standards  are 
improved  for  codeine,  corticotrophin,  dihydrostreptomycin 
sulphate,  methylene  blue,  and  streptomycin  sulphate.  The 
strength  of  chorionic  gonadotrophin  is  increased  from  400 


to  600  units  per  mgm.  On  the  other  hand  the  strength  of 
strong  solution  of  ammonia  is  reduced  from  31*5  to  33-5 
to  27  to  30  per  cent.,  as  in  the  U.S.P.  XV.  That  is  probably 
a  wise  move,  since  in  hot  weather  the  stronger  solution 
readily  loses  ammonia. 

The  strength  of  tincture  of  ipecacuanha  is  now  doubled, 
whilst  that  of  syrup  of  tolu  is  halved.  There  are  minor 
alterations  in  the  strengths  of  some  of  the  antitoxins. 

In  soap  liniment,  instead  of  soft  soap  being  used  a  soap 
is  made  during  the  process  of  preparation  from  oleic  acid 
and  potassium  hydroxide.  The  eye-ointment  basis  is  made 
softer  by  the  addition  of  liquid  paraffin.  Both  anhydrous 
theophylline  and  the  monohydrate  are  now  official. 

Injections 

Instead  of  there  being  an  appendix  on  parenteral  injec- 
tions there  is  now  a  general  monograph  setting  out  all 
those  aspects  of  the  specification  which  are  common  to  most 
of  the  injections.  Among  new  provisions  is  the  permission 
to  use  a  bacteriostat  in  injections  sterilised  by  filtration, 
except  in  intrathecal  and  large-volume  injections.  There  are 
now  tests  for  uniformity  of  weight  for  injections  issued  as 
dry  powders  in  ampoules.  A  sound  step  is  the  inclusion  of 
a  warning  not  to  include  too  many  doses  in  a  multiple-dose 
bottle,  and  that  there  should  not  be  too  long  an  interval 
between  the  withdrawal  of  the  first  and  last  doses.  In  the 
individual  monographs  the  presence  of  a  buffer  and  stabili- 
ser is  allowed  in  injection  of  streptomycin  sulphate.  In  the 
monograph  of  aminophylline  injection  all  references  to 
intramuscular  injection  are  deleted. 

Tablets 

In  the  general  monograph  for  tablets  the  diameters  are 
specified  for  uncoated  tablets.  That  is  an  attempt  to  ensure 
greater  uniformity.  Disintegration  tests  are  now  included 
for  enteric-coated  tablets.  That  is  a  wise  move  since  some 
of  those  tablets  have  been  found  to  pass  through  the  body 
unchanged. 

A  most  controversial  decision  is  that  of  recognising  the 
addition  of  colouring  matter  to  the  coating  of  certain  cap- 
sules and  tablets.  The  subject  has  already  been  thoroughly 
discussed  in  the  pharmaceutical  Press,  and  there  appear  to 
be  almost  irreconcilable  opinions  about  the  wisdom  of  the 
decision.  The  controversy  even  extended  to  the  Commission 
itself,  from  which  two  members  are  understood  to  have 
resigned  because  of  the  decision  to  permit  colouring. 

In  the  individual  monographs  the  basis  of  glyceryl  trini- 
trate tablets  is  changed  from  the  traditional  one  of  choco- 
late to  one  of  mannitol.  Tablets  made  by  the  old  formula 
have  been  shown  to  undergo  appreciable  deterioration  on 
storage,  and  the  new  formula  no  doubt  gives  a  more  stable 
product.  Tablets  of  isoprenaline  sulphate  now  contain  citric 
acid  and  sodium  metabisulphite  as  stabilisers.  The  method 
for  aminophylline  tablets  remains  moist  granulation, 
although  dry  granulation  methods  give  a  more  stable  pro- 
duct. 

Assays 

The  assays  have  been  reviewed  in  the  light  of  develop- 
ments in  analytical  chemistry  and  methods  such  as  non- 
aqueous titration  and  electrometric  titrations  are  now  in- 
cluded. The  use  of  spectrometric  methods  has  been  extended, 
especially  in  the  determination  of  steroids  and  their  pre- 
parations. The  method  is  especially  useful  in  tablets  and 
injections  where  the  amount  of  medicament  may  be  small. 
The  limits  of  error  of  biological  assays  are  now  given  in 
each  monograph  instead  of  under  the  method  of  assay  in 
the  appendices.  The  limits  have  been  adjusted  to  take  into 
account  any  additional  tolerances  for  manufacturing  pro- 
cesses. Thus  the  permitted  limits  of  error  for  a  preparation 
of  a  substance  may  differ  from  those  of  the  substance  itself. 
The  new  limits  are  expressed  in  terms  of  the  stated  potency, 
and  that  is  defined  under  "  biological  assays  "  in  the  General 
Notices.

remedies  for  the  relief  of  the  sick.  That 
respect  for  the  mysteries  had  been  tem- 
porarily shaken  by  reading  in  a  medical 
journal  the  previous  week  how  indiges- 
tion had  been  cured  by  the  accidental 
administration  of  foot  powder !  He  ap- 
preciated the  co-operation  the  Execu- 
tive Council  received  from  London 
pharmacists,  who  caused  little  trouble 
to  the  administration. 

EDINBURGH 
Members'  Night 

A  members'  night  held  recently  by  the 
Edinburgh  and  South-eastern  Scottish 
Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
took  the  form  of  a  series  of  short 
papers  presented  by  Branch  members. 
Mr.  A.  W.  Patterson,  speaking  on 
"  Heraldry  and  Pharmacy  "  described 
the  meanings  of  the  several  emblems 
depicted  on  the  Society's  Coat  of  Arms 
and  explained  the  significance  of  the 
quarterings.  The  dove  holding  an  olive 
branch  possibly  represented  the  peace 
bestowed  upon  suffering  humanity  by 
the  ministrations  of  the  medical  fra- 
ternity and  their  collaborators.  The  rod 
represented  power  and  the  serpent  the 
emblem  of  the  god  of  healing  called  by 
the  Greeks  "Aesculapius";  the  alem- 
bic and  receiver  was  an  early  form  of 
distillation  apparatus. 

The  upper  part  of  the  shield  was 
called  the  "  Chief "  and  it  had  been 
suggested  that  the  stag  in  that  part  of 
the  emblem  referred  to  the  crest  of  the 
lord  of  the  manor — the  Duke  of  Bed- 
ford— on  whose  land  the  Society's 
house  was  built.  The  idea  was  unten- 
able, however,  for  the  crest  of  the 
Duke  of  Bedford  was  a  goat.  The  stag 
probably  represented  Hartshorn,  an  im- 
portant item  of  early  materia  medica. 
Dr.  Perrins  exhibited  an  original  in- 
denture dated  March  15,  1910,  and 
quoted  excerpts  showing  that  a  pre- 
mium of  £20  was  paid  on  behalf  of 


the  apprentice.  That  was  received  back 
in  wages  at  the  rate  of  £6,  £8  8s.,  and 
£10  16s.  respectively  over  three  years. 
The  working  week  in  the  first  year  was 
fifty-one  and  a  half  hours,  giving  pay- 
ment of  just  over  one  halfpenny  per 
hour.  In  the  second  and  third  years 
sixty-three  hours  per  week  were 
worked,  the  rate  in  the  third  year  being 
three  farthings  per  hour.  The  net  gain 
in  money  over  the  three  years  being 
£5  4s.  A  brass  mortar  and  pestle,  at 
least  three  hundred  and  fifty  years  old. 
a  brass  sick-room  deodoriser  in  use 
about  one  hundred  years  ago,  together 
with  a  pewter  castor-oil  spoon  were 
also  shown. 

DURHAM  COUNTY 
Pharmaceutical  Legislation 

A  Review  of  Legislation  Affecting 
Pharmaceutical  Practice  was  given  by 
Mr.  W.  R.  Roberts  (chief  inspector. 
Pharmaceutical  Society)  at  a  meeting 
of  the  Durham  County  Branch  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  on  February  6. 
Mr.  Roberts  first  outlined  the  1933 
Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1941  Phar- 
macy and  Medicines  Act  and  the  1954 
Pharmacy  Act.  The  control  of  poisons 
by  the  1933  Pharmacy  and  Poisons 
Act,  he  said,  had  been  amplified  by 
High  Court  decisions,  giving  clarifica- 
tion on  such  difficult  points  as  "  super- 
vision." He  was  pleased  that,  although 
the  Society  did  not  win  their  case  on 
supervision  in  a  self-service  store,  that 
type  of  store  had  not  increased  in  num- 
ber. The  speaker  reminded  members 
making  and  packing  their  own  mix- 
tures, etc.,  that  they  should  take  care 
to  see  that  information  given  in  the 
formula  was  correct.  Very  often  re- 
sults of  analysis  showed  that  old  refer- 
ence books  were  being  used  and  drugs 
and  galenicals  taken  as  B.P.  were  in 
fact  B.P.C.  and  probably  of  differing 
strength.  The  1954  Pharmacy  Act,  said 
Mr.  Roberts,  tidied  up  legislation  on

the  domestic  side  of  pharmacy,  an  out- 
standing item  being  the  creation  of  a 
single  register,  the  register  of  "  Phar- 
maceutical Chemists  " — to  replace  the 
two  registers  in  use  prior.  "  Pharma- 
ceutical Chemist  "  should  be  used  as  a 
personal  description  only.  It  was  a 
personal  title,  not  to  be  used  by  cor- 
porate bodies  and  should  not  be  abbre- 
viated. The  official  view  was  that  the 
only  abbreviations  used  should  be 
M.P.S.  or  F.P.S.  In  discussion,  much 
of  which  centred  on  sales  of  Part  1 
poisons,  Mr.  Roberts  suggested  that 
possibly  the  best  way  to  impress  upon 
assistants  that  those  products  were  only 
to  be  sold  under  qualified  supervision 
was  to  have  all  those  items  in  one  fix- 
ture in  such  a  part  of  the  pharmacy 
that  any  assistant  going  to  the  fixture 
was  visible  or  audible  to  the  pharma- 
cist at  most  times.  There  was  no  age 
limit  for  a  purchaser  of  Part  I  poisons 
which  could  be  sold  to  any  fit  person. 
Asked  if  he  thought  the  time  would 
come  when,  as  in  law  or  medicine,  all 
advertising  would  be  prohibited,  Mr. 
Roberts  said  that  he  thought  that  so 
long  as  there  was  no  intention  of  aban- 
doning general  competitive  trade,  by 
separating  counter  trade  from  dispens- 
ing, the  complete  ban  on  advertising 
seemed  unlikely.

PORTSMOUTH 

Criminal  Pathology 

"  Criminal  Pathology "  was  the  sub- 
ject of  an  illustrated  lecture  given  by 
Dr.  F.  E.  Camps  (Home  Office  path- 
ologist) to  an  open  meeting  of  the 
Portsmouth  and  District  Branch  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  on  January  30. 
Doctors,  local  magistrates,  members  of 
the  Red  Cross,  the  Victoria  Nursing 
Association,  the  City  Police,  and  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  the  Executive  Council,  and  Hos- 
pital Management  Committee  in  addi- 
tion to  pharmacists  swelled  the  attend- 
ance to  200.  Dr.  Camps  illustrated  what 
a  large  contribution  was  made  by 
pathology  in  the  detection  of  crime. 
It  was  surprising  what  a  large 
number  of  uncontrolled  items,  he 
said,  might  be  classed  as  poisons.  Col- 
oured slides  of  experiments  in  the  solu- 
bility of  a  barbiturate  and  of  a  rat 
poison  in  tea  were  shown  and  of  the 
rat  poison  in  certain  other  beverages. 
The  effect  of  long  morphine  addiction 
was  also  illustrated  by  a  picture  of  a 
victim.  In  dealing  with  alcoholic  blood 
levels,  the  speaker  pointed  out  that 
that  only  gave  an  indication  of  the 
quantity  of  alcohol  consumed,  and  that 
it  was  relevant  that  each  person  had 
an  individual  tolerance  to  alcohol.  In 
assessing  drunkenness  various  factors 
had  to  be  taken  into  account  namely, 
gait,  speech,  flushed  face,  dilated  pupils, 
and  breath  odour,  and  no  conclusive 
decision  could  be  reached  unless  they 
were  assessed  together.  Regarding  fatal- 
ities due  to  accidental  consumption  of 
attractive  tablets  the  onus  was  really  on 
the  tablet  manufacturer,  as  Smarties 
chocolate  bean  sweetmeats  had  been  in- 
troduced long  before  the  production  of 
attractive  medicine.  The  fact  that  there 
was  no  such  thing  as  a  true  fatal  dose, 
was  pointed  out,  as  other  physical 
symptoms  might  add  to  the  risk  or 
urine  spillage  give  a  falsely  high  level. 
Mr.  M.  L.  Banks  (chairman)  presided 
and  a  vote  of  thanks  was  given  by 
Mr.  L.  J.  Chamberlain  (past-chairman) 
and  seconded  by  Dr.  Childs  (president, 
local  division,  British  Medical  Associa- 
tion). 

BRISTOL 

Aid  for  Commonwealth  Pharmacy 

Reference  was  made  at  the  annual 
dinner  and  dance  of  Bristol  Branch  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  held  on 
January  29,  to  the  aid  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  of  Great  Britain  was 
giving  to  Commonwealth  countries.

FREE  TRADE  AREA 
Alternative  to  British  plan 

FRANCE  plans  to  suggest  that  the  pro- 
cedure for  European  Free  Trade  Area 
negotiations  should  be  radically 
changed  and  conducted  on  a  product- 
by-product  basis.  French  experts  believe 
the  free  trade  negotiators  should  ex- 
amine how  many  problems,  including 
those  connected  with  tariff  and  quota 
elimination,  definition  of  origin,  trade 
with  third  countries,  can  be  solved  for 
each  industry  or  group  of  allied  indus- 
tries. That  contrasts  with  the  attempt  to 
negotiate  an  overall  agreement,  valid 
for  all  trade  in  industrial  goods,  which 
the  seventeen-nation  committee,  pre- 
sided over  by  Mr.  Reginald  Maudling 
(British  Paymaster  General)  has  made. 
It  is  understood  in  Paris  that  the  French 
plan  will  recommend  the  conclusion 
of  separate  agreements  on  individual 
sectors  but  all  united  within  a  loose 
overall  framework.  The  French  view  is 
that  that  is  the  only  fair  way  of  con- 
ducting negotiations  between  seventeen 
nations  with  very  different  economic 
structures,  and  of  securing  the  requisite 
guarantees  for  particular  sectors  of  each 
economy.  French  sources  have  wel- 
comed the  stress  which  Mr.  Maudling 
laid  on  the  broader,  not  purely  trading, 
aspects  of  the  free  trade  area  and  his 
description  of  the  project  as  a  "  broad- 
based  design  for  continuing  and  ex- 
panding economic  co-operation  in  wes- 
tern Europe." 

WORLD  TRADE 

Indonesian  Chemical  Plant  Taken 
Over. — The  Indonesian  Government  an- 
nounced on  March  4  that  it  had  taken 
over  control  of  the  Dutch-owned  chem- 
ical plant  of  Nchem-Indonesische  Com- 
binatie  Chemische  Industrien. 

Italian  Mercury  Exports.  —  In  the 
first  eleven  months  of  1957,  Italy  ex- 
ported 938-0  metric  tons  of  mercury 
valued  at  4,059,544,000  lire.  West  Ger- 
many took  202-8  metric  tons  and  Great 
Britain,  112T. 

Mexican  Subsidiary  for  German 
Company. — A  Mexican  subsidiary  of 
Farbenfabriken  Bayer,  A.G.,  Lever- 
kusen,  Germany,  has  been  set  up  at 
Santa  Clara,  near  Mexico  City.  The 
capital  of  the  new  company — Quimicas 
Unidas,  S.A. — is  five  million  pesos.  At 
present,  it  is  planned  to  build  a  plant 
for  the  production  of  insecticides  and 
textile  dyes.  The  German  company  has 
already  set  up  subsidiaries  or  made 
partnership  treaties  with  companies  in 
Brazil,  the  Argentine  and  Chile. 

Free  Trade  Zone  for  Brazil. — Brazil 
is  to  establish  a  free  trade  zone  at  the 
Port  of  Manaus,  the  principal  distribu- 
tion centre  of  north-western  Brazil,  ac- 
cording to  the  Pan  American  Union.

Port  installations,  warehouses  and  a 
floating  wharf  will  be  built  in  the  free 
zone  on  the  Rio  Negro.  Foreign  goods 
will  be  landed  for  storage  or  process- 
ing without  payment  of  customs  duties 
or  other  taxes  and  may  be  withdrawn 
for  re-export  to  countries  bordering  the 
state  of  Amazonas  or  served  by  tribu- 
taries of  the  Amazon.
